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“Thou, too, sail on, O ship of State! 


Sail on, O Union, strong and great! 


Humanity with all its fears, 
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Is hanging breathless on thy fate!” 
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cial message is addressed to a peo- 

ple beyond the rivers of Ethiopia. 
The prophet was standing in Palestine 
at the time and, looking westward 
across the North African Continent, 
he exclaimed: “Ah! Land of the buzz- 
ing wings, which lies beyond the rivers 
of Ethiopia” (Isa. 18: 1, Smith & 
Goodspeed Trans.). 

Isaiah describes an unnamed coun- 
try and its inhabitants, who are “‘tall 
and sleek”’ (z.e., clean-shaven). The 
country itself is identified by the 
statement, ““Whose land the rivers 
divide,” which may also be rendered, 
“Whose land the rivers have quar- 
tered.” A glance at a map of the 
United States of America will demon- 
strate the accuracy of this mark 
of identification, showing that this 
prophecy can be applied to no other 
country as it can be applied to the 
United States. Too, its ambassadors 
are referred to as having to cross the 
seas in order to take up their duties in 
other lands. (See “‘Isaiah’s Vision of 
the U. S.” in Destiny for January 
1946, pp. 21-4.) 

The chronological timing of the 
fulfillment of this prophecy is not so 
apparent in the Authorized Version of 
the Bible, which depicts the country 
as “‘the land shadowed with wings” or, 
literally, “with outstretched wings.” 
Comment in the article mentioned 
above calls attention to the bald eagle 
with outspread wings, which is our na- 
tional emblem. However, Smith and 
Goodspeed translate this, “Land of 
the buzzing wings,”’ and this dates the 
time when the prophecy will begin to 
be fulfilled, showing that it will be in 
the day when the skies over our land 
are filled with airplanes. 

At that time a signal is to be 
raised and a trumpet is to be blown, 
which reminds us of a statement by 
Isaiah in another prophecy and also 
one made by the Prophet Joel. Isaiah 
declares, “When the enemy shall 
come in like a flood, the Spirit of the 
Lord shall lift up a standard against 
him” (Isa. 59: 19). Joel proclaims, 
“Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanctify a 


[este the Prophet Isaiah, a spe- 





fast, call a solemn assembly” (Joel 2: 
15). When this happens, the people 
are to assemble so that they may 
petition God for deliverance from an 
evil and aggressive foe. The prayer 
Joel states they will pray is: “Spare 
thy people, O Lord, and give not 
thine heritage to reproach, that the 
heathen should rule over them: 
wherefore should they say among the 
people, Where is their God?” (Joel 
2: 17.) 

When the time for the raising of 
the standard comes, and the day for 
the trumpet to be blown in the land 
has arrived, Isaiah exclaims, ‘‘All you 
inhabitants of the world, and you 
dwellers on earth, when a signal is 
raised on the mountains, look! When 
a trumpet is blown, hark!” At that 
time God will answer the prayer of 
His people, for Joel declares, ‘““Then 
will the Lord be jealous for his land, 
and pity his people” and “will re- 
move far off from you the northern 
army.” 

Again, the chronological timing of 
the climax in the fulfillment of this 
prophecy is clearly given, for in an 
interesting manner the prophet sets 
the time when all this is to take place: 
“For thus says the Lord to me: ‘I will 
look on quietly in my dwelling-place, 
like shimmering heat in sunshine, like 
a cirrus cloud in the heat of harvest. 
For before the harvest, when the 
blossom is over, and the bud becomes 
a ripening grape, the branches shall 
be lopped off with pruning-hooks, and 


the tendrils shall be cut away’ ”’ (Isa. 
18: 4-5, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 
Not only are buzzing wings heard in 
the land, but we have indeed arrived 
at the harvest time of the ages. 

The enemy is coming in like a 
flood into our midst and the northern 
army is being mustered for battle as 
Soviet Russia prepares for the day 
when they will move against God’s 
people. The standard will soon be 
raised that will cause the trumpet to 
be blown, summoning His people to 
return to their Lord and King who 
says, “So will I save you, and ye shall 
be a blessing.” 

Isaiah calls upon the nations of the 
earth to carefully observe develop- 
ments which will be a sign to them, 
for he mentions the result of the de- 
liverance of God’s people: “At that 
time shall a gift of homage be brought 
to the Lord of hosts from a people 
tall and sleek — from a people dreaded 
near and far, a nation strong and tri- 
umphant, whose land the rivers divide 
— to Mount Zion, the place where is 
the name of the Lord of hosts’ (Isa. 
18:7, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 
Homage may refer to the relations be- 
tween the master and his servant or 
involve an act done or thing rendered 
in dutiful or deferential acknowledg- 
ment of superior power, merit or ex- 
cellence. The gift of homage to the 
Lord of Hosts will be the acknowledg- 
ment on the part of this people that 
the Lord is their God and they are His 
servant people: “And from that day 
onward the house of Israel shall know 
that I am the Lord their God” (Ez. 
39: 22, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 

No wonder Isaiah calls upon all 
the inhabitants of the earth to watch 
as the Lord performs His mighty work 
of bringing Israel back to Him in full 
covenant relationship, for the time 
of the earth’s deliverance from bond- 
age and sorrow will then have come, 
with the result as declared by the 
Lord: “Thus will I magnify myself, 
and sanctify myself; and I will be 
known in the eyes of many nations, 
and they shall know that I am the 
Lord.” 
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s YOU READ Destiny it will be helpful to bear in mind 
as a fundamental tenet that it identifies the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as the

The Middle East Tue cAuLpRON OF TROUBLE is 

beginning to boil furiously in the 
Middle East. On July 26, 1952, King Farouk of Egypt 
abdicated, just fifteen years, or one prophetic hour, after he 
ascended the Throne of the ancient Pharaohs! It was on July 29, 
1937 that Farouk I was acclaimed King in Cairo and the 
people went wild in their celebration. 

It is a fact of striking significance that King Farouk’s 
reign lasted just one prophetic hour, the symbolic import 
of which should alert the watchers to the imminence of 
startling events that will affect the Middle East. It must 
not be overlooked that Egypt is referred to in the Bible 
many times as a symbol of the present world order. The 
bodies of the Two Witnesses of Chapter 11 of the Book of 
Revelation are referred to as lying in the street of the great 
city, which is spiritually called Sodom and Egypt, “‘where 
also our Lord was crucified.” 


“The ‘Great City’ is this present world order, of which Satan 
is the prince (John 14: 30). The evils of Sodom and Egypt are ex- 
tant in this world order, with its wickedness and idolatry.” 
(Study in Revelation, p. 143.) 


The “Great City” is also closely associated with “that 
Great City” of Revelation 14: 8, which is mystical Baby- 
lon, symbolic of our present economic world order. The 
end of stable government in Egypt, and the uncertainties 
of the future for the Egyptians with the ending of the hour 
of their Monarch’s reign, remind us of the end of the hour 
when the great wealth of the world order itself is to “come 
to nought” (Rev. 18: 17-19). Thus, the abdication of King 
Farouk on July 26 is a most important sign to those under- 
standing the spiritual meaning of Egypt, for it signals the 
fact that the hour has come when judgment is to fall upon 
the Babylonian economic world order, fulfilling the re- 
quirements of its predicted disintegration as set forth in 
Chapter 18 of Revelation. 

The news from Cairo indicates a triumphant return to 
power of the extremely nationalistic Wafdist Party in 
Egypt. The situation is fraught with extreme trouble for 
the Egyptians, increasing political instability and multi- 
plying economic difficulties in a key country in the Middle 
East, with increased pressure upon the British to get out 
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of the Canal Zone. All this will play directly into the hands 
of the Communists, who only await their opportunity to 
strike at the West through the Middle East. 

A second major trouble spot in the Middle East is Iran. 
In the coming clash between the East and the West, the 
land of Persia (Iran) is to play an important role according 
to prophecy. It was also on July 26th that Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh presented his new Cabinet and re- 
tained for himself the post of Minister of War, making 
himself virtually a dictator. On August 7th Ayatullah 
Kashani, fanatical Moslem leader of the National Front, 
was elected as speaker of Iran’s lower house of Parliament, 
the Majlis. ‘The situation in Iran is worsening rapidly, both 
politically and economically, and thus is paving the way 
for the Communists to seize power, as one news item states, 
“with unforeseeable consequences for the entire mid- 
eastern defense position.” When Soviet Russia finally 
moves militarily toward Palestine, Ezekiel declares Persia 
(Iran) will be with them and by Daniel we are told, 
**Egypt shall not escape.” 

The stage is being made ready in the Middle East for the 
enactment of the final scenes in the greatest drama of the 
ages. In the forefront of that stage is Palestine. God has 
already decreed that the nations are to move toward the 
Valley of Decision in the land of Israel where He will sit 
in judgment. It is thrilling to watch as the nations muster 
their hosts for the coming conflict and their armies prepare 
to take up their march to this place of judgment. 

Momentous days are before us and as the clock ticks 
away the minutes of the remaining hours of this Night of 
Darkness, the imminence of the crisis that looms before us 
becomes more and more apparent to the watchers as an- 
nouncement is made of the events of each passing hour. 





The Hour 
Has Come, 


THE THIRD HOUR OF the Third Watch of 
the Night of Darkness began August 1, 
1952 and, as pointed out in “The Day Is 
At Hand” (this issue), when the night is divided into the 
ancient Israel watches, August Ist is the beginning of the 
Morning Watch. 

Events in the Middle East have come into sharp focus 
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at the beginning of this most important period of the night 
as trouble looms in Iran and Egypt. It therefore behooves 
the watchers to be alert and ready, for the event signs the 
prophets gave as a warning to our generation are now on 
the agenda for fulfillment. Mr. J. Bernard Nicklin of 
Evesham, England writes: 


Dear Mr. Rand: 

Further to my reply to your letter of the 29th, I was very inter- 
ested in your observation on the import of July 26. A letter from 
the Rev. J. V. Hammond of Cambridge a few days ago drew my 
attention to the connection between the present Egyptian crisis 
and that of seventy years ago, and a little searching has brought 
to light some points that I feel are worth recording: 

The year 1882 was of course 1260 solar years from the Hegira 
era, A.D. 622. 1260 lunar years from the same starting-point you 
may recall ended 1844 when, by the edict of religious toleration 
issued by the Sultan, Mohammedanism suffered a decided loss 
of power and prestige. 

The 1882 trouble between England and Egypt developed dur- 
ing August. On July 27, 1882, however, the House of Commons 
voted £2,300,000 credit for Egypt. On August 14th the inter- 
national protection of the Suez Canal was agreed upon. After the 
British victory at Tel-el-Kebir, September 13, the British entered 
Cairo two days later and Egypt became an English Protectorate. 
This was a further blow to the Porte. 

Now 70 years from 1844 and 1882 respectively lead to 1914 
(when a further marked stage in the drying up of Turco-Moham- 
medan power was witnessed) and 1952, when, with the banish- 
ment of King Farouk, have gone the titles of Bey and Pasha. 
Thus, as the Daily Telegraph observed in its leader of August 2nd: 
“It may be fairly said the last relic of the Ottoman Empire has 
disappeared. It is one with Nineveh and Tyre.”

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Strange, also, is it not, that, almost simultaneously, Egypt and 
Persia have become virtually dictatorships? Five days after July

But July 31—August 1, 1952 saw the two-day debate in the 
House of Commons on a motion to approve the Bonn Agreement 
concluded May 26, 1952 and the North Atlantic Treaty signed 
at Paris May 27, 1952.

Germany]. The agreements provide an alternative way of life, 
an answer to the Communist challenge. . . . It offers a new 
future for Germany and an opportunity for Europe to turn aside 
from the divisions and disputes which have torn her for a century. 

. It was the duty of this country [Britain] to lead and to show faith 
and confidence in the work we have been engaged. . . .”

Too “Busy Tuere NEVER was a time in Christian ex- 

perience when it was as important to know 
and understand the utterances of the prophets as it is in 
this year of our Lord Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-Two. 
We now live in the very day of which the prophets were 
speaking and this is the generation to whom they specifi- 
cally addressed their messages. Yet, although this is true, 
many Christian men and women are not living in a spirit 
of watchful expectancy because they are too busy about 
many things. 

Few among the millions of nominal Christians and 
churchgoers are aware of the significance of the times and 
seasons in which we live, the importance of which is so 
clearly defined by the chronological implications of the 
time measures which focus upon this particular period. 
There are those who acknowledge that these are the times 
of which the prophets wrote, yet they do not care to sit 
at the feet of Him whom Daniel declared was Palmoni, the 
Numberer of Secrets. An interesting question was asked of 
this Holy One: 


““How long shall be the vision of the regular offering taken 
away, the desolating crime put in its place, and the sanctuary 
and the host of the heavens trampled under foot?” (Dan. 8: 13, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


In the answer to this question lies an invitation to those 
who desire to understand its whole meaning to apply 
themselves diligently to a study of its chronological timing. 
The Holy One said: 


“For two thousand three hundred evenings and mornings; 
then shall the wrongs of the sanctuary be righted.” (Dan. 8: 14, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


The importance of the information contained in this 
response cannot be too strongly stressed, for the application 
of this time measure — 2300 + 4 — and its subdivisions — 
1152, 38.4 and 19.2 — will reveal special understanding to 
the wise, marking the order of events leading to the ending 
of the age, the arrival of the Bridegroom, the triumphant 
return of the Lord and the time of restoration when His 
Kingdom will be established in its full perfection. * 

Because only a few will apply themselves to the problem 
of solving the highly important time factors in prophecy, 
the majority will not attain the privilege of being num- 
bered among the wise. That we have arrived at the very 
time of the end, when, through Daniel, the promise is 
made that there will be those who will understand, is quite 
clear from a study of the chronological significance of the 
times and seasons in which we are living. The very fact 
that the information revealed to Daniel was to remain 
sealed until that time indicates that, when the hour for its 
revealing had come, individual effort would still be re- 
quired on the part of those seeking this knowledge to break 
the seals so that it might be revealed to them. It is this time

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and effort which the majority of people, even among those 
who are Christians, are unwilling to give to the subject. 

The fact that, when chronological information is pub- 
lished for the benefit of those who wish to be kept alert, 
those numbered among the foolish continue to object is a 
constant source of wonderment. Why do they do this? We 
have tried to analyze the motive that actuates this opposi- 
tion, for it is essential to carefully examine and weigh all 
criticisms of Destiny received. The reluctant conclusion 
drawn from the expressions of some critics is that the re- 
fusal to face the issue of chronological timing is because it 
challenges their lack of preparation to meet the imminence 
of coming great changes on the agenda of these days. The 
lateness of the hour, however, makes it imperative to heed 
the Lord’s special admonition: 


“Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh.” (Matt. 24: 44.) 


In a recent letter voicing objections to the presentation 
of Biblical chronology in Destiny, the writer made the 
remark that, in his opinion, chronological studies are for 
those who have nothing else to do. However, our experi- 
ence has been, and it is reflected in our correspondence, 
that some of the busiest executives in the business world, 
as well as others in equally time-taking professions, are also 
intensely interested in Biblical chronology. Among all the 
prophets, perhaps no man was busier than Daniel, for he 
held an important state office during a turbulent time in 
history, yet this man was tremendously interested in 
chronological measures and spent much time studying as 
he earnestly sought to understand them. He was rewarded 
accordingly. 

It was Mary who sat at the feet of Jesus and heard His 
words, but Martha was busy about many things and com- 
plained to Jesus that Mary failed to follow her example. 
Jesus replied: 


“Martha, Martha, thou art careful and troubled about many 
things: But one thing is needful: and Mary hath chosen that good 
part, which shall not be taken away from her.” (Luke 10: 41-42.) 


Just as it was Martha’s prerogative to choose that which 
she wished to do, so it is the privilege of those who do not 
want to know the chronological significance of these times 
and seasons to choose to ignore this highly important and 
fascinating aspect of Scriptural understanding. But why 
should they object to those who, as Mary sat at the feet of 
Jesus, now sit at the feet of Palmoni, the Wonderful Num- 
berer, to learn of Him? Furthermore, we challenge those 
who, if it were in their power to do so, would actually pre- 
vent those who desire to learn from having access to chron- 
ological information to assist them in their studies. 

The greatest of all stumbling blocks to understanding is 
the refusal to devote the necessary time to research. Des- 
TINY is presenting the chronological facts which are alert- 
ing those who are watching so that they will not have to 
confess in that day their ignorance of the times and seasons 
heralding His coming.

cratic Conventions have now ter- 
minated their deliberations and their candidates have been 
nominated to run for the offices of President and Vice- 
President of the United States. In assessing the outcome 
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of both conventions, it is of more than passing interest to 
observe that, instead of choosing men from among those 
who campaigned for nomination by unhesitatingly stating 
their position on domestic and foreign issues, in eachcase 
men were nominated whose public utterances were few in 
comparison and in generalities only, while they studiously 
avoided positive declarations on important issues before 
the American people. Thus the voter is asked to take a pig 
in a poke at the next presidential election in November and 
when he reaches his hand into the bag, he may discover 
he has a bear by the tail! 

However, there is no thought of levity in this, for the 
implications of what occurred at Chicago are deadly 
serious. If ever there was a demonstration of the complete 
sabotage of the two-party political system in the United 
States of America, as represented in the Republican and 
Democratic parties, it was made in the conventions held 
this year. Reports indicate that political trickery of every 
kind, as well as out-and-out bribery, were resorted to in 
order to win delegate support. But more than this, the 
nominations were brought about through tactics that re- 
veal the power of the hidden hand. 

These unseen rulers won a smashing victory at both 
conventions and secured the nomination of men to head 
the two major political parties through whom they will be 
able to work regardless of which one is elected. There is 
actually no choice for the people to make, for whichever 
man is elected to office, the manipulators who are master- 
minding the blueprint for world conquest in the greatest 
conspiracy of all time will direct policies from behind the 
scenes. This is the hour of their triumph and, as stated in 
“The Iniquitous Empire: A Great Mystery,” Destiny for 
March 1950: 

“Since these concealed forces stand behind every phase of 
man’s undertakings — cultural, governmental, ecclesiastical — 
they represent a hidden, iniquitous empire, able to maneuver 
policies and programs in their favor wherever they will to do so. 
Their weapons are influence, sometimes coercion, camouflage, 
subtle propaganda, secret agreements and secret diplomacy; the 
dominion of their empire is any country, or from country to 
country, or in many countries at once, where they exercise their 
hidden influences behind the scenes. Their ultimate objective is 
the seizure of world-wide authority to enthrone themselves in 
universal rule. 

‘History reveals that through well-laid schemes governments 
have been made to prosper or die as the leaders of this empire 
have willed. Political rulers have taken office or have been de- 
posed as directed by these unseen manipulators. The power to 
make war against anyone daring to question the authority of the 
rulers of this unseen empire has drenched the earth with the blood 
of the slain.” 

The founding fathers of the United States were well 
aware of the existence of such evil forces and they wrote a 
constitution which, if we had adhered strictly to its provi- 
sions, would have prevented the enemy within from gain- 
ing the power that has been revealed in both the Republi- 
can and Democratic Conventions in Chicago this year. 
Because in its past history the United States was more or 
less free from the control of such forces, we became a great 
people, where liberty and justice was established for all. 
Under our form of government every man had the oppor- 
tunity to acquire wealth and rise to great heights of pros- 
perity. It was not until the iniquitous power-mad rulers of 
the hidden empire began to gain a real foothold in our 
nation and exercise political control over those elected to 
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office that a decline became evident in many of those quali- 
ties which had made our nation great. 

The time has apparently come for which those heading 
the hidden empire have been waiting, for they have now 
succeeded in securing their choice of presidential candi- 
dates in both major political parties. As far as the public 
is concerned, it will be, ‘““T'weedledee, ‘Tweedledum, which- 
ever you choose, its the same one!’ Therefore, no matter 
who is elected, the people lose. 





‘Beggin g Wuen Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt was 
. asked why the name of God is not 
the Question mentioned at the United Nations, she 


is quoted as making the reply: 


‘Although God is not mentioned in the UN meetings as God, 
you must not think He is not present there. He is present under 
different names, and we must respect each other’s religions where 
so many of us are together in the same spirit of co-operation and 
desire for peace.” 


The United States, Great Britain and kindred nations 
are nominally Christian, yet how can the Lord God of our 
Fathers be present in any group with which we are asso- 
ciated where our representatives are ashamed to make 
mention of His Name? How can our God be present among 
the many gods to whom homage is given, including the 
god of Communism, which is Marxism? 

Furthermore, unless His Son Jesus Christ is recognized, 
it is impossible to please the Father, for He has committed 
all things into the hands of His Son. To those who reject 
His Son, He can only draw near in judgment. Jesus said: 


‘That if two of you shall agree on earth as touching any thing 
that they shall ask, it shall be done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven. For where two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of them.” (Matt. 18: 19-20.) 


Have the members of the UN gathered together in His 
Name? Is there absolute agreement among even two of its 
members in a desire to petition the Father for the accom- 
plishment of a given purpose? The emphasis in the Divine 
injunction is on, ““Gathered together zn my Name.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt states she doubts very much if anyone 
serving in the UN ever goes to a meeting without a prayer 
in his heart, as though this sufficiently compensates for the 
failure to mention the Name of the Lord. It mighi be inter- 
esting to know to whom and in whose name the members 
are praying — if they do pray as she says. Merely “‘saying 
a prayer” signifies nothing whether “in the heart” or 
spoken audibly. There are two important aspects to con- 
sider with respect to prayers that will be heard and an- 
swered. First, we are told, ““The effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much” (James 5: 16). He who 
is righteous in the sight of his Lord and is truly fervent or 
sincere in his praying will know his efforts to be effectual. 
Secondly, Jesus Himself said: 


“Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the 
Father in my name, he will give it you.” (John 16: 23.) 


The UN is already a house divided against itself, with a 
recalcitrant (a wholly inadequate descriptive term) mem- 
ber, Soviet Russia, thwarting its deliberations at every turn 
through the use of the veto. Never has there been such a 
demonstration of strife and dissension among the nations 
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as that evidenced in many of the UN sessions. The fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy through the Book of Revelation that 
the nations would be angry is clearly illustrated by the 
heated exchange of words, the reciminatory statements and 
the vicious propaganda emanating from member delegates 
to the UN. And this is the organization to which men and 
women are looking for the establishment of peace! 

The confusion extends even to spiritual things, for, hav- 
ing rejected the commandment, ““Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me,” many gods are appealed to by the motley 
crowd making up the UN delegates. The deference Mrs. 
Roosevelt declares Christians must pay the various reli- 
gious groups represented constitutes capitulation and the 
unity she seeks through appeasement is a definite rejection 
of the God of our fathers through compromise for ex- 
pediency’s sake. Her assumption that God is in the midst 
of this ungodly assembly reminds us of the claims of the 
false prophets of old who claimed God to be with them 
when actually He was moving in judgment against them. 

An interesting demonstration was made in ancient times 
by men trying to build a great monument to their glory 
and establish a world government. In that early “‘united 
nations” effort at Babel, confusion of tongues brought 
their undertaking to nought. Will the present UN en- 
deavors be more successful in view of the similarity in 
aims? Just as that early move to unite the nations and 
establish a world organization collapsed in confusion, so, 
in the closing days of the present age, a renewal of such an 
effort will also utterly collapse in the confusion of their own 
making because they have failed, as did those of ancient 
times, to take into consideration the fundamental fact that: 


“The work of righteousness shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assurance for ever.” (Isa. 32: 17.) 


Eleanor Roosevelt informs us that the many delegates 
of diversified beliefs and the followers of many gods are 
federated “together in the same spirit of cooperation and 
desire for peace.” Since peace ensues from works of right- 
eousness, the UN deliberations, acme of dissension and 
strife, will never bring to fruition the peace they seek, for, 
as Isaiah declares, ““There is no peace, saith my God, to 
the wicked.” 





SubStantiating THE FAILURE OF the Anti-Defamation 
Evidence. League of the B’nai B’rith to refute 

the accusations brought against them, 
as published in their book, The Troublemakers, (See ““Report 
By the Trouble Makers,” Destiny for July 1952), was 
pointed out to be tantamount to an admission on their 
part of the truth of the indictment against their activities.

presented to show that the Day periods of Bible 

prophecy are operating in current history. A para- 
graph in Destiny for March 1952 drew attention to the 
fact that the days of King George VI’s reign had also been 
strikingly marked in this way (see “King George VI,” p. 
47). We are indebted to Dr. J. Guthrie, Port Elgin, On- 
tario, for pointing out that this phenomenal “timing” 
has in fact been a feature of the reigns of British sovereigns 
for centuries back; and that the prophetic periods involved 
have in each case indicated something of the character 
of the reign. 

The subject is of so much interest that in this article we 
propose confining ourselves briefly to consideration of 
the day periods constituting the reigns of Queen Victoria, 
King Edward VII, King George V, King Edward VIII, 
King George VI, and the period between the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth II and the date fixed for her coronation. 


I PREVIOUS ARTICLES of this series,* evidence has been 


Oueen Vittoria 


King William IV’s death occurred in the early hours of 
June 20, 1837. That same morning, upon taking the oath 
of accession, Victoria said: “I shall steadily protect the 
rights, and promote to the utmost of my power the happi- 
ness and welfare, of all classes of my subjects.’ This she 
undoubtedly did throughout her reign. She died January 
22, 1901, thus occupying the throne 23,226 days. 

Setting a godly example, Victoria was richly blessed, her 
reign being one of peace, progress and prosperity. Observe 
how appropriate are the factors which embrace it: 

1335 (Dan. 12: 12)—Blessing—multiplied by 12, the number of 
“governmental perfection.” 
2300 (Dan. 8: 14)—Cleansing—multiplied by 3, the number of 
“Divine perfection.” 
153 (John 21: 11)—the number Dr. Bullinger has termed “the sons of 
God”—doubled for confirmation.

The interval between Queen Victoria’s death, January 
22, 1901, and that of King Edward’s, shortly before mid- 
night, May 6, 1910, was 3392 days (inclusive). 

Edward lived and strove for peace. His ministers and 
his own personal intercourse with foreign rulers had con- 
stantly this aim in view. It was his statesmanship that 
hastened the end of the Boer War; he who healed our 
differences with France and brought about the “entente

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cordiale.”’ Thus he earned and rightly deserved the name 
of “Edward the Peacemaker.” 

The peaceable character of his reign is reflected in the 
Bible periods comprising it: 


153 (John 21: 11)—the “sons of God” —who are called “peacemakers.” 
“Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be called the 
children of God" (Matt. 5:9). Multiplied by 4, the “world” 
number. 

480 (I Kings 6: 1)—the Temple—"In the four hundred and eightieth 
year after the children of Israel were come out of the land of 
Egypt . . . began [Solomon] to build the house of the Lord.” 
And it is said of the Temple: “in this place will | give peace, 
saith the Lord of hosts” (Hag. 2: 9). 

2300 (Dan. 8: 14)— “cleansing of the Sanctuary.” In the New 
Testament the “temple” applies to the Church, all true Christians 
in whom "the Spirit of God dwelleth” (1 Cor. 3: 16). “The fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace” (Gal. 5: 22).

King George V 


The interval between the death of Edward VII, May 6, 
1910, and that of King George V, January 20, 1936, was 
9390 days; and if tranquility marked the former reign, 
storm and tempest characterized the latter. 

Within four years of King George’s accession, as 
prophetic students are well aware, the period known as 
the “Times of the Gentiles” began to end — the time of 
“travail” foretold by our Lord which, beginning with a 
world war, when “nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom” (Matt. 24: 7-8), would con- 
tinue with pains of increasing severity until the birth 
pangs would at last usher in a new and better world order. 

This final epoch leading to blessedness would be a time of 
demolition when “all things that offend, and them which do 
iniquity” shall be destroyed (Matt. 13:41); a time of 
chastisement for Israel of the ten tribes (Isa. 54:7; Jer. 
46: 28), today identified as in the British Commonwealth 
of Nations and the United States of America; and a time 
of warning and preparation for God’s people, as the days 
preceding the Flood were for Noah (Matt. 24: 37-44). 

It is remarkable that the Bible numbers associated with 
this closing epoch comprise the days of King George V’s 
reign — the very reign which saw it entered: 

1260 (Dan. 12:7)—Completion—"When ... all these things 
(tribulations) shall be finished.” 

1290 (Dan. 12: 11)—Desolation—"The abomination that maketh 
desolate.” 

1335 (Dan, 12: 12)—Blessing—"“Blessed is he that waiteth, and 
cometh to the thousand three hundred and five and thirty days.” 

390 (Ez. 4: 5)—Chastisement of Israel of the ten tribes. 


120 (Gen. 6: 3)—Warning and Preparation—"My Spirit shall not 
always strive with man.”

Examples of 1260, 1290 and 1335 day periods running 
out between appropriate events in the first World War 
were given in Part I of this series, which appeared in 
Destiny for February 1952. 

Regarding the 390 chastisement period: Britain was at 
war 4 x 390 days from August 4, 1914 to November 11, 
1918; the United States was at war 1% x 390 days from 
April 6, 1917, to November 11, 1918. 

A notable instance of 7 x 120 days as a warning period 
occurred between the sinking of the “Titanic,” April 
14-15, 1912, and Germany’s declaration of war against 
France, August 2-3, 1914. Of the former event, Harold 
Norris wrote in 1914: ““This awful disaster stands, I believe, 
as a striking warning of the time of catastrophe which 
closes this present age.” 


Edward VIII 


The interval between George V’s death, January 20, 
1936, and Edward’s abdication, December 11, 1936, was 
326 days. 

A period of anxious negotiation preceded the latter; 
then, at 11 A.M., on December 11th, Parliament met and 
the Abdication Bill was rushed through all stages in both 
Houses. According to the Press, the Commons were sum- 
moned to the Bar of the House of Lords to hear the Royal 
Assent at exactly 1:52 P.M. that same day, and Edward’s 
reign was at an end. 

The numbers which comprise this reign are significant:

In recent years instances of 286 as a day period have 
been mentioned on numerous occasions. And as Mr. 
David Davidson has shown, “‘Every aspect of displacement 
or the rectification of displacement is portrayed by a 
particular application of a constant value, 286.1022” in 
the Great Pyramid. 


George VI 


The interval between Edward VII’s abdication, Decem- 
ber 11, 1936, and the death of King George VI, February 
6, 1952, viz., 5535 days, was likewise most significant. 
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From his accession to his coronation, May 12, 193%, 
the period was 153 days inclusive. On that occasion King 
George said, ““My wife and I dedicate ourselves for al] 
time to your service, and we pray that God may give us 
guidance and strength to follow the path that lies before 
us.’ 

Of the many tributes paid to the late King, the following 
extracts from two of them convey something of his sterling 
worth. President Truman said, “From his accession to 
the throne, through all the ills which beset the world, 
including the most disastrous war in history, he played his 
part nobly and with full understanding of the responsi- 
bility which was his. . . . He shared to the end of his 
reign all the hardships and austerities imposed on the 
British people.” Mr. Churchill said, “The King’s out- 
standing quality was his selfless devotion to duty... . 
Throughout his life he knew his duty, and when he saw it, 
he performed it. . . . The simple dignity of his life, his 
manly virtues, alike as a ruler and servant of the vast 
spheres for which he bore responsibility — his gay charm 
and happy nature, his example as a husband and a father 
in his own family circle, his courage in peace and war — 
all these aspects won the admiration now here, now there, 
from the innumerable eyes whose gaze falls upon the 
Throne.” His religion was no mere formality. ““He was 
sustained,” said Mr. Churchill, “not only by his natural 
buoyancy but by the sincerity of his Christian faith.” 

What, then, of the days of his reign? Do they bear the 
mark of Divine approval?

Oueen Elizabeth II 


After a night and day journey from Kenya to take up 
her duties as Sovereign, the Queen, on the following day, 
February 8, 1952, held her first Privy Council when she 
made the first speech of her reign—her Accession 
Declaration. “I shall always work as my father did to 
uphold constitutional government and to advance the 
happiness and prosperity of my peoples all the world over,” 
she said. That same day her Accession was proclaimed 
throughout her realm. 
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Eighty days later, on April 28th, came the announcement 
that the Queen had appointed June 2, 1953 as the date for 
her Coronation; while at the end of a further forty days, 
on June 7, 1952, the Coronation Proclamation was issued 
from St. James’s Palace. Observe the connections:

Intervals of go, and multiples of 40 days! go— the 
number of probation, and of Judah and of the Davidic 
throne. 12 — the number of government, and of all Israel. 
40 — the Temple number. And how fitting if, at the end 
of 480 days from her Accession, Elizabeth should enter 
Israel’s Temple in the “Isles of the West” to be crowned 
upon David’s Throne. 

We observe that a similar period extends between the 
announcement of the date, April 28, 1952, and August 20, 
1953. What does this portend, and what is to happen 
when the latter date is reached? From both Great Pyramid 
and day periods, it appears to mark some important turn- 
ing point. 


40 X 480 Days 

A short time ago Mr. Brian H. Cannon drew our atten- 
tion to January 22-25, 1901 as a dating of singular import. 
It brought the Victorian Age to an end and was the 
entrance into a new era which began at the commencement 
of Edward VII’s reign. From thence, as Mr. Cannon 
pointed out, 40 x 480 days will end August 17-20, 1953, 
which numbers remind us respectively of the 40 years 


between the Exodus and entrance into the Promised Land 
(Josh. 5:6); and the 480 years between the Exodus and 
the laying of the foundation of the Temple (I Kings 6: 1). 
Is it the laying of the foundation of the New Spiritual 
Temple that we are now approaching? 

Prophecy distinctly foreshows that this event would be 
preceded by an epoch of Final Tribulation and Desolation, 
the time-marks for which, as we have shown, are respec- 
tively 1260 (Dan. 12: 7) and 1290 (Dan. 12: 11); also by 
an epoch of Divine Judgment, the time measure for which 
appears revealed by the battle line (Rev. 14: 20) as being 
1600 days; the whole of the period beforehand, as that 
preceding the Flood, being one of Warning and Prepara- 
tion, on a basis of 120 days, not years (Gen. 6: 3). 

Now the period between January 22-25, 1901 and 
August 17-20, 1953— actually 19,200 days—is a most 
remarkable one, for it comprehends all the above prophetic 
measures in striking terms:

months past the belief has been expressed in these pages 
that we are passing through the “Four Watches of the 
Night of Darkness,” referred to by our Lord in Luke 
12: 35-40 and elsewhere; and that this period began at 
the outbreak of the Korean War, June 25, 1950, which 
was 1152 days prior to August 20, 1953. Each “Watch” 
thus covers 288 days, and “‘Midnight’”” — the commence- 
ment of the Third Watch — was reached January 22, 
1952. A “day” of this scale — consisting of 2304 actual 
days — was entered April 30, 1947; and the “week” of 
seven such periods was entered June 24, 1909. (Readers 
are referred to the diagram on pages 18 and 19 of the book, 
Day of Decision.*) A more recent discovery has revealed 
that a lesser scale is operating, the unit of which is 19.2 
days: 


Four Watches = 1152 days—contain 60 periods of 19.2 
One “Day” = 2304 “"“— “ 120 “ ™ 19.2 
A“Week"” =7X2304 “— “ 840 “ ™ 19.2 


Here apparently we have a longer Period of Warning; 
in fact, a “day” of 120 x 19.2 days, and “week” of 840 x 
19.2 days. But the point to which we would particularly 
draw attention is that 1000 units of this scale cover the

substantiate all we have published. 

We now have before us a booklet entitled Racial Myths 
by Juan Comas, Professor of Anthropology at the Mexican 
School of Anthropology, and while one may not agree 
with all of his conclusions, his summary of historical facts 
is of special interest. He speaks of many who became Jews 
by religion but who were not of the line of Abraham at all. 
We quote an excerpt from his treatise: 


“The general analysis and classification of Jews according to 
erigin gives us the following separate groups: (a) descendants of 
Jewish emigrants from Palestine (very few); (6) descendants of 
unions between Jews of mixed Asiatic descent or between Jews 
and other groups, who might be called cross-cross-breeds; (c) Jews 
by religion but having anthropologically no connection whatever 
with the Jews of Palestine and consisting simply of individuals of 
other human strains converted to the Hebrew religion. A typical 
example of this class is Boulan, King of the Khazars, converted 


— 


to Judaism in 740 with many of his nobles and peoples; there are 
still numerous Jews in Poland and South Russia tracing their 
descent from this group.” 


This is additional evidence substantiating our position 
that many who call themselves Jews today are not the 
descendants of Abraham and therefore have no claim or 
right to Palestine. Furthermore, the Christian Church and 
its members who are supporting the political Zionists and 
their program in Palestine are actually assisting the estab- 
lishment of the Abomination That Maketh Desolate in the 
Holy Land as spoken of by Daniel the Prophet. As pointed 
out in Palestine: Center of World Intrigue*, the Zionists are 
undertaking to lay claim to an inheritance that is not 
theirs, with a result that will spell ultimate disaster for 
them and all those who are supporting their aspirations.

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GREAT REPUBLIC can die, at 
A the moment of its supreme 
strength and power, once a 
decline in public morality has set 
in and there is a weakening of official 
integrity and departure from the basic 
concepts of freedom. Nations fall when 
their morals disintegrate. It is his- 
torically axiomatic that no great na- 
tion has ever been defeated until it 
has become so morally rotten that 
it could not stand against an enemy 
from outside or from within. In twenty 
short years, our rottenness has multi- 
plied until it has become a cancer 
that is eating at our sense of right, 
at our morality. 

This moral corruption of our body 
politic made great strides under the 
New Deal. It has flourished under the 
corrupt, greedy and unscrupulous Fair 
Deal, as it is sometimes called, or 
as it is otherwise known, under the 
Socialist Labor Government. Socialism 
is but the forerunner of Communism. 

This moral corruption has pene- 
trated deeply into the life of our 
nation. Private and public morals 
have been debased and become de- 
cadent or nonexistent.

Right now, they are in abuse 
and we are unbearably taxed to the 
point where initiative has been de- 
stroyed and where our youth, innocent 
of all knowledge of its causes, through 
tax looting, collectivizing and con- 
stitutional and moral disintegration, 
has been deprived of their right and 
opportunity to acquire a competence 
or to provide for the future welfare 
of themselves and their families.

The Constitution means anything 
those in power choose to say it means, 
not what its words clearly import. 
We legislate for votes; we vote for 
self interest. We have no sanctions, 
authority or point of reference above 
or outside ourselves. The general wel- 
fare is construed to be whatever the 
majority want to do, without reference 
to constitutional freedom or the in- 
dividual dignity of man and the pride 
of individual ingenuity and accom- 
plishment. ' 

The general good has become 
merely an arithmetical calculation. 
We have a society and government by 
numbers, not a government by reason, 
justice or right. That is a government 
by men, not by law. That is totali- 
tarianism. That is not a constitutional 
republic. That doctrine sanctions the 
despotic state. That is not the faith 
or government of our forefathers. 

In utter disregard of States rights, 
in its constant effort to concentrate 
more and more power in Washington 
and thus to be elected and elected, the 
Administration is attempting to con- 
trol strictly State and local functions 
by threats to withhold so-called federal 
grants to the States for non-compliance 
with its unconstitutional edicts. These 
grants are merely a return of money 
collected from the States in the form 
of taxes and constitute an effective 
means of coercing the States to do the 
will of the party in power, which 
could not otherwise be done constitu- 
tionally. It has been truly said, as we 
have had so clearly demonstrated, 
that power corrupts and absolute 
power corrupts absolutely. 

This continuing federal encroach- 
ment on States rights is accomplished 
by these grants conditioned upon con- 
trol or dictation of the manner under 
which the funds are to be spent by 
the States. There is no such thing 
as a federal grant to the States — it 
is sheer fallacy. That money is col- 
lected by the federal Government from 
the States and, after deducting twenty 
per cent for bureaucratic overhead, 
is given back to the States with 
federal directions and control as te 
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how it is to be spent, under the belief 
thereby created that the States, which 
have been meekly submitting to their 
subjugation and socialization, are get- 
ting something for nothing. 

These so-called grants have reached 
astronomical figures and are deeply 
intrenched. They virtually abolish the 
whole area of States rights and reach 
down into local authority and in- 
dividual custom. They promote federal 
usurpation of police power and control 
of elections, even on the school and 
sanitary district level, and involve 
private business. 

The sordid, ugly and disgusting 
tale of our official life is too well 
known to pursue further. A purge is 
required. These grafters, tax swindlers, 
influence peddlers, leftists and all the 
other rascals must be thrown out. The 
opportunity to accomplish that end 
will soon be at hand. 

Disturbing as is the amoral situation 
we find existing in official Washington 
and elsewhere in officialdom through- 
out our land, coupled as it is with a 
similar moral breakdown in the private 
lives and business of our people, what 
is still more so is the frightening 
thought that what we see in official 
Washington today is a mirror into 
which, when we look, we see the 
reflection of our American people. 

Yes, fellow Americans, it is time for 
us to do some soul searching. It is 
time for us to inquire of ourselves — 
have we become an amoral people — 
have we become gross materialists — 
have we denied God and, if so, why? 
We are all personally involved in the 
answer to these questions — no one 
of us can escape our responsibility 
in such a search, because we have a 
tremendous personal stake in the true 
answers. 

There can never be a compromise 
with truth. No mind is free to reject 
the truth. Yet the Communists, their 
collaborators and fellow travelers for 
decades past have indoctrinated many, 
yes all too many, of the young people 
in our schools and colleges in atheistic 
Communism. They have subtly spread 
their false philosophy and induced 
its acceptance by debauching and 
degrading the truth under the guise 
of pseudo-liberalism. Young people in 
particular are tempted by change. 
Change for the mere sake of change 
is not progress. The swing to an all- 
planning state is a vast change. But 
this change is neither new, nor is it 
liberal. It means going back — far 
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back — to the sort of thing our govern- 
ment was designed to prevent. Along 
with the radio, stage and screen, our 
schools are a primary target of the 
Communist program. The Commu- 
nists know that as the young minds 
go, so goes the nation. 

If our civilization is to be saved, 
America must be saved, and if America 
is to be saved there must be a change 
in the character and spirit of our 
education. It has been too exclusively 
secular. It is the product of a ma- 
terialistic, amoral, vile and anti-reli- 
gious system, reaching into the schools 
and universities, where young minds 
are debased by the teachers and pro- 
fessors who, while they may possess 
intellect, lack moral responsibility. 
Parents are responsible to God for 
their children. They must protect 
them from doctrinaire viciousness in 
our schools. This responsibility cannot 
be evaded by transferring that sacred 
duty to the State, or the Boards of 
Education, or the schools. 

Because of a general belief in the 
separation of the Church and State 
in this country, there is opinion that 
religion in any form, that reading of 
the Bible, that even a reference to 
morality have no place in the public 
schools which are supported by taxes. 
One reason for that opinion is the 
wish to avoid sectarianism — they do 
not want a majority to have its own 
way. After all, religion is a very 
personal matter. 

While the principle of separation 
is sound, it has, in recent years, pro- 
duced some very damaging results. 
A child can no more know right with- 
out being exposed to God’s Word 
than a rose can grow in a dank cellar. 
Take the list of spies and traitors now 
in the public press. Not one of them 
is the product of a religious education. 

In parochial schools the education 
of the child is the same and conforms 
to State laws. The difference is that 
something which is added; religion, 
morality, God’s law. We have for- 
gotten that we are all children of one 
Father. 

The total absence of moral guidance 
has left our youth rudderless. They 
have been taught to believe that 
nothing is positive, not even truth; 
that truth, too, is subject to change 
and is not eternal; that man lives in a 
relative world in which nothing is 
sure except the formula that nothing 
is sure. 

They grow up without the guidance 


or direction of truth. They function 
throughout their lives, moving end- 
lessly in a single direction, knowing 
neither good nor evil, responding 
merely to reflexes without utilizing 
their God-given gift of free choice. 
They are preyed upon by vicious 
professors and politicians, and having 
no standards, they respond without 
knowing why or wherefore. 

This it is which has produced the 
disorders of our age, and if we are to 
cure the disease we must get at the 
core of the cancer. That core is amoral 
education. 

By shrieking “academic freedom” 
the professors raise a false issue. For 
the charge against them often does 
not involve limitations upon freedom 
but upon propagation of falsehoods. 
For instance, the professor who said: 
“Chaplains accompanying modern 
armies are comparable to witch doc- 
tors accompanying tribes’”’ may have 
been ignorant; it is more likely that 
he is a liar. And while his lie gets him 
a laugh, it does neither his country, 
nor the students any good. 

This is an important matter for 
parents, for while each one believes 
that his son or daughter could not 
be that way, the fact is that boys and 
girls of excellent families are now in 
jail for acting as Stalin’s agents against 
their country. Others are dope addicts, 
sex perverts, cheaters both in examina- 
tions and as members of athletic 
teams, etc. 

If it could happen to the Hiss 
family, it could and will happen to 
others. And every investigation into 
the background of these smart well- 
bred spies, traitors and cheaters leads 
to the influences they encountered in 
school. 

If we are to rebuild and recreate 
our civilization, it is necessary to 
restore to its honored place religious 
and moral education. Without reli- 
gious education, we must wander like 
blind men — without it, we must 
produce the disordered and chaotic 
society we have today — for the es- 
sence of order is moral truth based 
on the law of God. 

Government action alone cannot 
produce a cure of our muddled and 
over-sloganized age, because our diffi- 
culties are due not so much to faulty 
action as to faulty thinking. Faulty 
action by government can be cor- 
rected, but faulty thinking by govern- 
ment, resulting from our “modern” 
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N. ONE OF THE GREAT aggressors of history would have 
achieved as much as he did, if we had not allowed our- 
selves to be bored by the whole thing. None of them has 
possessed the strength to win in a positive sense. They 
have, all alike, had the advantage of our apathy in the 
early phases. This has encouraged them to risk everything 
and so involve us all in wars, in which the aggressors have 
been beaten and we have won. If we had not allowed our- 
selves to be bored and to become apathetic, there would 
have been no wars for quite a time. Wars have arisen 
because, on each occasion, we have convinced the potential 
aggressor that our apathy was so great that it would com- 
pensate him for what he lacked. 

The supreme question of this hour in history is whether 
we are again to make the same mistake. We say we are 
sick of war talk. The potential aggressor thinks that is to 
his advantage. We would rather not know the facts if they 
are disturbing. Again, the potential war-maker thinks this 
is a sign of our weakness. 

It is these, rather than the “overwhelming” force of the 
potential aggressor, which are the main dangers to be 
overcome. If we act wisely and do not capitulate, it will 
be found that Russia does not by any means possess over- 
whelming force. It could prove overwhelming only by our 
default; not because it is, in fact, overwhelming. 


Persian Crisis 


Tue Persian situation is now far graver. Qavam might 
have changed the entire situation for the better. The 
British government was told last December and again in 
February that Qavam might, and probably could, become 
Prime Minister but would require maximum support. He 
got none whatsoever beyond pious platitudes expressed, 
for the most part, by unimportant officials. ‘The danger that 
Persia will shortly fall under Russian domination and that 
Soviet influence will rapidly spread in the Middle Eastis now 
very great, much greater than before this grave event. 

The Shah would never have enjoyed sufficient authority 
to sabotage a settlement of the Persian question, if warn- 
ings about him had been heeded in London and Wash- 
ington. At a much earlier stage, Mr. Truman distinctly 
backed the Shah against Qavam. 


Watch Egypt 


Ecyer must be watched most closely. Nothing but a 
powerful policy with no element of compromise whatsoever 
will arrest the march of events there. All counsels of caution 
and conciliation are counsels of certain defeat and in- 
evitable Russian advances. No warning can be too strong. 
Soviet agents will exploit their success in Persia to the 
utmost. Do not believe it when you are told all this is 
pure nationalism. It is the hand of Russia using any and 
every instrument which is at hand. Every time the West 
has been strong, the Communists have not only been 
frustrated — they have had to retreat. There is not one 
exception to this. 


Report From Russia 


Tue news from the U.S.S.R. is of increasing interest. All 
dispatches reaching us from Moscow indicate that some- 
thing very big is under way. There are signs that Russia 
is going to make some big mistakes. But there is no doubt 
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that some very big policy decisions have been taken, which 
will mold the shape of things to come. 

First and foremost is a most foolish stepping up of a 
nation-wide “hate America” campaign, unprecedented 
in its virulence. Every device of propaganda is being used. 
All this has now gone so far that the average man in the 
U.S.S.R. fully believes in and is afraid of war. But the 
absurd anti-American propaganda is not fully believed, 
and thus the time is ripe for political counter-propaganda 
directed at the Russian masses. Only the young, who did 
not see World War II, view the prospect against a back- 
ground of heroic tales. 

Reports show that very discreetly, but with steady con- 
sistency, new classes are being called up for the Red Army. 
The two classes due for demobilization this year are being 
kept with the colors. There have been no general releases 
whatsoever this year. There are, therefore, four classes at 
present under arms. If the present rate of call-up is main- 
tained, the Red Army will be at war establishment in a 
few months. 

A third fact to be noted is the increasing influence on 
military thought of the ideas of former Nazi Marshal 
Schérner. He was present with the Russian staff at the 
recent Red Army maneuvers. Afterwards, he was invited 
to give his views. He did so and made a considerable im- 
pression. According to our information, Schérner believes 
that the only hundred per cent correct move in World War 
II was the attack on Pearl Harbor — as far as it went. 
That is to say, the surprise action, out of a clear sky, 
against the heaviest concentration of enemy forces. The 
weakness of the Pearl Harbor attack was its exclusively 
maritime character and the failure to follow it up by 
further speedy action in the same general area. 

Schérner feels that the only way to win a war is by a 
land “‘Pearl Harbor” action, by striking with every avail- 
able weapon at the main land position of the enemy, and 
then by following this up by airborne forces, working in 
harmony with the simultaneous advance of more conven- 
tional forces along the more obvious invasion lanes. 

The main strategic aim of such operations would be to 
deny to the enemy — the Western Powers — any port 
facilities on the Eurasian continents. If this is achieved, 
so argues Marshal Schérner, the war would become a 
submarine and air contest. In both, he says, the massive 
land power of the Eurasian continents would prove a 
decisive additional factor in Russia’s favor. 

The main dangers to the West lie in our apathetic reac- 
tions to Soviet moves. There can be no doubt that we 
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have been passing through a period of profound apathy. 
A vast propaganda has lulled much of the public into an 
easy acceptance of the most dangerous lie of our times; 
namely, that Russia was backing down — when, in fact, 
she has been going forward. 

No great period of time will now elapse before very 
many people will ask why the information we publish was 
not made more widely known. The vital fact is that we 
can avert what are very real dangers, if we arouse enough 
opinion. If we fail to do so, the price of eventual freedom 
may be dear. 


Developments in Hungary 


Russia is stirring up war fear in the satellite states. All 
our reports from Hungary contain news of rapidly increas- 
ing military preparations and movements. Under the cloak 
of maneuvers and training, there have been extensive 
Russian troop movements. One of the most important was 
in April when Russian units, recently reinforced from 
Austria, moved from the Austrian frontier into the interior 
of Hungary. The main Soviet forces are now concentrated 
in the area southwest of Budapest, between the heights of 
the Bakonyer Wald and Lake Balaton. A still more im- 
portant corollary to military movements is railway con- 
struction. The new construction being undertaken has few 
economic advantages. It is quite clear that two parallel 
routes for military transports are being provided. The 
whole picture of Soviet military preparations — strategic 
railway construction, placing of industry on a war footing, 
the labor problem — the whole economic picture — shows 
clearly that the Russian aim is the complete control of 
every aspect of Hungarian life, with a view to a coming 
conflict with the Western Powers. 


Troubles in Bulgaria 


Ar THE beginning of May, the Cominform admitted a 
far-reaching purge in the course of which over 17,000 mem- 
bers were expelled from the Bulgarian Communist Party. 
The purge in Bulgaria is a part of the wave of purges 
sweeping over the Communist world. 

Moscow is not satisfied with the internal political situa- 
tion in Bulgaria. There have been too many escapes to the 
West, as well as to Yugoslavia and Turkey. There is rest- 
lessness and tension throughout the country. The desired 
degree of farm collectivization has not been reached. 
Industrialization is lagging. Moscow, therefore, is tighten- 
ing its hold on this strategically vital country by striking 
hard at the three possible sources of resistance: the un- 
reliable elements in Party and Government; farmers and 
independent businessmen; and those churches which have 
refused submission to Moscow. 


Soviet Outpost 


Axsanta is Stalin’s vital outpost in Southern Europe. It 
commands the Strait of Otranto—only 70 kilometers 
wide. It is here that the Adriatic can be closed, thus cutting 
off Yugoslav and east Italian ports from the bases of 
Greece, Turkey, Egypt and the Western Mediterranean. 
News of the reinforcement of the Soviet position in Albania 
is, therefore, of some importance. Some military effort has 
been made recently. In a country with a population of 
only 1,230,000, the calling up of 35,000 men is to be 
noticed. There are also reliable reports that this little 
army has now been reinforced from outside, mostly by 
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units flown in from Eastern Germany. 

Fortification works are being carried out. The Bay of 
Valona and Saseno Island, which protects it, have become 
quite useful air and naval bases. Neither bay nor island 
is now under the control of the Albanian authorities, 
There is a Soviet naval mission of 800 officers, ratings and 
technicians, most of them submarine men. Several Soviet 
submarines have been assembied in the navy yards. There 
is no evidence so far that any of them have left Albanian 
waters, but they can do so at any time. Officers and crews 
are almost exclusively Russian. 

The Albanian Orthodox Church has completely sub- 
mitted to the Moscow Church and cooperates with the 
Communist regime. 


Latin America 


Evenrs in Guatemala fully confirm the fact that President 
Arbenz is completely dominated by Communist influences. 
The Communist grip is getting tighter. Many government 
measures are designed to clear the way for seizure of 
power, and for the wholesale arrest and murder of anti- 
Communists. 

Early in June a presidential decree in Guatemala can- 
celled all licenses to carry firearms. All those known to be 
hostile to the regime are being deprived of their arms, 
which are handed over by officials to local Reds. In this 
way, the Communist-dominated trade unions have re- 
ceived arms, with which they have already begun ter- 
rorization in some of the smaller towns. 

Besides these political moves, other things are happen- 
ing. For example: On the evening of Friday, June 6, three 
North Americans, accompanied by two Guatemalan police 
officers, arrived at a spot on the Pacific Coast, near San 
José. Shortly after their arrival, a Soviet submarine sur- 
faced not far offshore. A rubber boat left the submarine, 
carrying three Chinese. These landed and the three Ameri- 
cans then left in the dinghy and were taken to the sub- 
marine, which then left. The Chinese were accompanied 
to San José by the police officers. It should be noted that 
Chinese Communist agents are becoming increasingly im- 
portant in all parts of Central America. Mr. Truman was 
strongly warned about this by American diplomatic ob- 
servers in this area some time ago. Guatemala is a real and 
direct danger to American security. Washington needs a 
man in Guatemala City who will get at the facts and have 
the courage to reveal what he knows; if necessary, direct to 
the public. 

It is clear that the Central American and Caribbean 
areas demand the closest attention. There are already defi- 
nite signs that the newly hatched conspiracy will work, 
first, in the directions of Cuba, Venezuela, and Colombia. 
For the time being, the Dominican Republic seems to be 
left out. ‘Trujillo’s regime is so strongly entrenched there, 
that the Communists have given up any immediate hope 
of its overthrow. But Cuba and Colombia, especially, need 
the closest watching. In both countries, violent moves 
against the present regimes are very likely.

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RE HAVE BEEN two schools of 
thought concerning the part 
Christians will have in the tribu- 

lations to come upon the earth as the 
old order passes and the age comes to 
its end. One school asserts all Chris- 
tians will escape the most dreadful 
phases of the coming time of judgment 
and the other maintains that all Chris- 
tians will experience the events of the 
Great and Terrible Day of the Lord, 
with the Lord returning at its close to 
bring deliverance to them. 

Neither approach is wholly correct 
according to the Scriptures, for while 
not all Christians will be spared the 
coming troubles which will try the 
souls of men, yet there are those who 
will escape this time of great distress. 
Because this is so, it is imperative to 
have a full understanding of the 
qualifications which cause such a vital 
distinction to be made between those 
who will and those who will not be 
called upon to endure the evils of that 
Great and Terrible Day. 

Jesus uttered no idle words and He 
admonished His followers to watch 
and pray always for a specific reason: 


“That ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man.” 
(Luke 21: 36.) 


All These Things 


Two questions naturally arise here. 
Who are those ‘‘accounted worthy to 
escape” and what are “‘all these things” 
that they will escape? Preceding that 
statement, and after recounting the 
events leading up to the destruction 
of Jerusalem, Jesus gave the event 
sign that has enabled students of the 
Bible to clearly identify their chrono- 
logical position in relation to the over- 
all Divine agenda: 


“And Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
of the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


We now know that the Times of the 
Gentiles began to end with the begin- 
ning of World War I, for, three and a 
half years after that war began, the 
British forces under General Allenby 
took the city of Jerusalem from the 
Turks. Thus, the prophecy was ful- 
filled that was to be a major signal to 
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those able to comprehend the signs of 
the times. Following that, Jesus called 
attention to the fact that there would 
be signs in the sun and moon, as well 
as the stars. Matthew is more specific 
than Luke in his record of this, stating: 


“The sun shall be darkened, and the 
moon shall not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the powers of 
the heavens shall be shaken.” (Matt. 24: 


29.) 


Comment upon the prophetic sig- 
nificance of the Dark Day of 1780 and 
the Star Shower of 1833 will be found 
in Study in Revelation,* while the shak- 
ing of the powers of heaven is referred 
to in ““The Release of Atomic Energy,” 
Documentary Studies,** Vol. I, from 
which the following is quoted: 


“The meaning of the expression that 
‘the powers of heaven shall be shaken’ is 
worthy of study. The atom is a universe in 
miniature, with its own central sun, planets 
and heaven. In the splitting of the atom 
literally the power (Greek word translated 
power is Dunamis), meaning the violence or 
strength of heaven, is shaken. The Greek 
word Saleué is translated shaken and means 
agitated, tossed or stirred up as by an 
earthquake or cyclone. The atomic bomb 
thus produces a cyclonic effect as well as 
a great heat and light comparable to that 
of the sun.” (Page 227.) 


Luke’s record enlarges upon Mat- 
thew’s statement concerning the shak- 
ing of the powers of heaven by refer- 
ring to the consternation among men 
for fear of what is coming upon the 
earth as a result of the discovery of 
how to split the atom: 


“‘Men’s hearts failing them for fear, and 
for looking after those things which are 
coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken.” (Luke 21: 26.) 


Luke’s description of those who are 
fearfully looking toward “those things 
which are coming on the earth” is an 
allusion to the terrible nature of That 
Great Day to follow the discovery of 
the use of atomic power for destruc- 
tive purposes in the hands of un- 
regenerated men. His listing of “‘all 
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these things” concludes with the cli- 
Maxing event: 


“And then shall they see the Son of 
man coming in a cloud with power and 
great glory.” (Luke 21: 27.) 


Matthew’s record, however, de- 
scribes an event that is not mentioned 
by Luke. In fact, it is in Matthew’s 
Gospel alone that we find this thought- 
provoking statement: 


‘And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of man in heaven: and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn.” (Matt. 24: 


30.) 


There is significance in this, for each 
writer, under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, recorded the words of Jesus in 
terms that would be understandable to 
those who were to be informed there- 
by. Matthew’s statement makes very 
clear who will be affected by the ap- 
pearance of the Sign of the Son of 
man in heaven, for the reaction upon 
those who behold this is given in these 
words: “And then shall all the tribes of 
the earth mourn.”’ Thus, this sign is 
primarily for the world at large, in- 
cluding those Christians who have 
consorted with the worldly-minded. 
It is following the appearing of the 
Sign of the Son of man in heaven that 
they shall see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory. 

But why did Luke omit mention 
of the Sign of the Son of man in 
heaven? Is not the answer to this 
question found when it is realized to 
whom the message recorded by Luke 
is addressed? The concluding state- 
ment is one that has heartened and 
inspired Spirit-filled Christians down 
through the years of their labors in 
His service: 


“And when these things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads; for your redemption draweth 
nigh.” (Luke 21: 28.) 


Special note should be taken of the 
fact that it is “when these things begin 
to come to pass” that those to whom 
this message is addressed are to look 
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up and lift up their heads, for their 
redemption is near. 


Worthy To Escape 


The Greek word apolutrosis, trans- 
lated “redemption,” means “a loos- 
ing away” and is the same word used 
in Romans 8: 23, referring to the re- 
demption of the body. This is an 
aspect of Scriptural teaching that is of 
interest only to those whom the Bible 
calls overcomers, for they alone will be 
accounted worthy to escape when 
“these things begin to come to pass.” 
In one passage Paul describes the 
overcomers as those who are “‘joint- 
heirs with Christ; if so be that we 
suffer with him, that we may be also 
glorified together” (Rom. 8: 17). Then 
he goes on to outline coming things: 


“For I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed in 
us. For the earnest expectation of the crea- 
ture [creation] waiteth for the manifesta- 
tion of the sons of God. For the creature 
[creation] was made subject to vanity, not 
willingly, but by reason of him who hath 
subjected the same in hope, Because the 
creature [creation] itself also shall be de- 
livered from the bondage of corruption 
into the glorious liberty of the children of 
God 


“For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now. And not only they, but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, the re- 
demption of our body.” (Rom. 8: 18-23.) 


The overcomers now possess the 
“firstfruits of the Spirit” and they 
have the Lord’s promise: 


‘He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he shall 
be my son.” (Rev. 21: 7.) 


Many of the terms used in the Book 
of Revelation are highly symbolical, 
but in each case it should be under- 
stood that what is being dealt with are 
statements of literal fact symbolically 
expressed. 


“In the messages addressed to the 
Churches in Revelation, John outlines to 
each one of the seven the blessings to be the 
portion of those who are overcomers. They 
are promised immortality, for they are to 
reign with Him in the restored Kingdom. 
They are to have access to the Tree of Life 
in the midst of the Garden of God, where 
there will be peace, joy and happiness 
forever. To those who are faithful unto 
death a Crown of Life is promised and the 
second death will have no power over 
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them. Their food will be the hidden manna 
as they live in close covenant relationship 
with God and in fellowship with Jesus 
Christ. They will receive a new name to go 
with the exalted position they will occupy. 
Having kept His word to the end, power 
over the nations is promised when the 
Morning Star arises and they awaken in 
His likeness.” (Study in Daniel,* pp. 190-1.) 


Actually Luke does not ignore the 
phenomena described in Matthew’s 
record as the Sign of the Son of man 
in heaven, but since the words set 
down by Luke are principally directed 
to the overcomers, the message is 
given in terms applicable to them 
alone. Through Luke the Lord tells 
the overcomers that when the signs 
have appeared in the heavens affecting 
the sun, moon and stars, followed by 
the initial stages of the shaking of the 
powers of heaven, the time for the re- 
demption of their bodies will have 
come. He does not mention the Sign 
of the Son of man in heaven there as 
such, but, by its very omission, empha- 
sizes its import to those who are to 
obtain the blessing of escaping the 
period of great trouble and distress 
that lies ahead. 

While the appearing of the Sign of 
the Son of man in heaven is to cause 
consternation among all peoples, to 
those who are to escape it will simul- 
taneously signal the arrival of other 
phenomena of much more interest to 
them. Due to prior understanding 
because of their diligent search for 
knowledge in the Scriptures, the be- 
ginning of the events that cause the 
world to be fearful of the future alerts 
the overcomers, who have been ad- 
monished many times to watch and 
pray, for the very next sign is to pro- 
duce the event for which they have 
been watching. 


Not Destined For Wrath 


Three and a half years ago, in DEs- 
Tiny for February 1949, the article 
entitled ““The Sign of the Son of Man” 
was published (see also Documentary 
Studies, Vol. II, p. 617) in which the 
statement was made: 


“Of this we can be certain: it is to be the 
signal that will awaken a sceptical world 
to the realization that the second advent 
of our Lord is at hand.” 


That this sign will precede the Great 
Day of His Wrath is clear from John’s 
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description of the attitude of the 
mighty men, the rich men and the 
captains who, when that sign appears, 
call for the mountains and rocks to fall 
upon them: 


“Fall on us, and hide us from the face of 
him that sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb: for the great day 
of his wrath is come; and who shall be able 
to stand?” (Rev. 6: 16-17.) 


The very fact that the ungodly 
voice this query is an admission of 
their inability to stand before Him. 
But in Luke the answer to the question 
is supplied, for it is those accounted 
worthy to escape who will “stand 
before the Son of man.” Ferrar Fenton 
renders this: 


“Watch, therefore, at every season, offer- 
ing prayer; so that you may be prepared to 
escape all the coming calamities, and take 
your stand in the presence of the Son of 
Man.” (Luke 21: 36.) 


It is always important to know ex- 
pressly who it is to whom or of whom 
Paul is speaking in connection with his 
statements. Describing the approach 
of the Day of the Lord, he refers to the 
Great Day of God’s Wrath, for which 
he maintains some are not destined, 
and in stating this he had this very es- 
cape in mind for the few who will be 
prepared in compliance with the 
Divine injunctions: 


“For God has not destined us for his 
wrath, but to gain salvation through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who died for us so that, 
whether we are still alive or fall asleep, 
we may live with him.” (I Thess.5: 9-10, 
Smith G Goodspeed Trans.) 


The Greek word sotéria, translated 
“salvation,” means “‘safety.” ‘Thus, 
Paul is stating here that God has not 
destined those who gain safety through 
Jesus Christ to endure the Great Day 
of His Wrath. But it is only those 
who are truly overcomers who can lay 
claim to this promise. Many Chris- 
tians who should be numbered in this 
group will fall short of attaining this 
highest calling because they are pre- 
occupied with the cares of this life. 
While they will have the assurance of 
eternal life, they will miss the invita- 
tion received by those who go in with 
the Bridegroom to the Marriage 
Supper and, by so doing, escape the 
time of trouble that will try the very 
souls of men. In the article, “The 
Sign of the Son of Man,” it was ob- 
served: 
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“We are fully aware that we tread on 
sacred ground as we deal with a manifesta- 
tion that is particularly designed to arouse 
the wise [virgins] but which will at the same 
time cause great alarm and dismay among 
those who have refused to believe the Lord 
or accept the authenticity and truth of His 
Word. The wise [watchers] will be prepared 
in advance for this manifestation, but the 
world at large, and multitudes of Christians 
and church members, will be taken com- 
pletely by surprise and, except for the few 
numbered among the wise, consternation 
will reign supreme throughout the earth.” 
(Destiny for February 1949.) 


It Is the Hour 


Many have asked what the nature 
of the event, or events, is that will 
arouse the sleeping virgins as described 
in the 25th chapter of Matthew, in 
anticipation of which the watchers 
have already been alerted? Is it not 
the very next event described as 
following the shaking of the powers of 
heaven? That event is the appearing 
of the Sign of the Son of man in 
heaven. 

It is not generally realized that 
Paul’s words in the 11th verse of the 
13th chapter of Romans are an actual 
allusion to the Parable of the Ten 
Virgins: 

“And that, knowing the time, that now 
it is high time to awake out of sleep: for 


now is our salvation nearer than when we 
[first] believed.”? (Rom. 13: 11.) 


He is explaining that those who have 
correct chronological evidence relating 
to the time will know that their salva- 
tion, or safety (sdteria), is nearer than 
when they first believed the informa- 
tion made available to them. Then he 
gave the timing of the appearing of the 
sign that will awaken the sleeping vir- 
gins in his very next statement: 


“The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the works 
of darkness, and let us put on the armour of 
light. Let us walk honestly, as in the day.” 
(Rom. 13: 12-13.) 


Moffatt refers to it as a crisis time 
and he associates it with that part of 
the night which he describes as fol- 
lows: 


“And then you know what this Crisis 
means, you know it is high time to waken 
up; for Salvation is nearer to us now than 
when we first believed. It is far on in the 
night, the day is almost here.” (Rom. 13: 
11-12, Moffatt Trans.) 


While it is still the Night of Darkness 
for most of the inhabitants of the earth, 
that part of the Night just preceding 
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the dawn, the hour has come for the 
followers of our Lord to be aroused 
from their slumbering. This is further 
borne out by the rendering of this 
passage by Ferrar Fenton: 


‘And, observing the time, it is the hour 
to be now arousing from sleep.” 


This is a definite clue also as to who 
arouses the virgins. In the parable it is 
simply stated that “there was a cry 
made” and obviously this is not ac- 
complished by any of the virgins 
themselves since all, both wise and 
foolish, are asleep. But since the em- 
phasis is on that phase of activity on 
the part of the watchers designated by 
the expression, “observing the time” 
— which is definitely a task assigned to 
them — it is clear that the watchers 
are charged with the duty to proclaim 
the passing of the hours of the night 
watches and sound an alarm if need 
be. Isaiah indicates this in the form 
of questions, as translated by Moffatt: 


** “How far has the night gone, watch- 
man? How far has the night gone, watch- 
man?’ The watchman answers, ‘Morning 
comes, morning — and night; would you 
know more, come back to me again.’ ” 
(Isa. 21: 11-12, Moffatt Trans.) 

“‘Ferrar Fenton translates this call as a 
query to the watchman concerning what 
may be expected during the night. The 
response by the watchman clearly indicates 
a readiness to give the needed information, 
but he does not do so upon the first inquiry. 
This is because the watchman must of 
necessity wait until the hour strikes before 
he can proclaim its significance to all and 
reveal its meaning to the wise. Thus, the 
inquirers must wait and ‘come again’ until 
the hour arrives when the answer to their 
query can be given. As each hour of the 
night passes, special messages clarifying 
the meaning of what is transpiring may be 
obtained by those who are diligently 
searching for the answer.” (Day of Decision, * 


Pp. 42.) 


Paul’s statement concerning the 
necessity to awaken shows that there 
are those whom the watchmen are to 
arouse from slumber, which is most 
significant in the light of the Parable of 
the Ten Virgins, for they were to be 
awakened as the result of the cry: 
“Behold, the Bridegroom cometh, go 
ye out to meet him!” 


Armor of Light 


It is well to also take note that, al- 
though Paul declares it is night, never- 
theless, he shows that those who are 
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to be aroused from their sleep are to 
conduct themselves as though it were 
daytime because, if they have the 
armor of light, they will possess the 
knowledge that will penetrate the 
darkness, giving them the light of un- 
derstanding that the children of the 
darkness do not possess: 


“All this especially, because you know 
this critical time and that it is time for 
you to wake from your sleep, for our salva- 
tion is nearer to us now than when we first 
believed. The night is nearly over; the day 
is at hand. So let us throw aside the deeds 
of darkness, and put on the armor of light. 
Let us live honorably, as in the light of 
day, not in carousing and drunkenness, or 
in immorality and indecency, or in quarrel- 
ing and jealousy. But clothe yourselves 
with the Lord Jesus Christ, and do not 
think about gratifying your physical crav- 
ings.” (Rom. 13: 11-14, Smith © Goodspeed 
Trans.) 


These same thoughts are expressed 
in the Epistle to the Thessalonians 
where the Apostle states: 


*‘But you are not in darkness, brothers, 
so that that Day should surprise you like 
thieves. You all belong to the light and the 
day. We have nothing to do with night or 
with darkness. So we must not sleep like 
other men, but we must be vigilant and 
composed. For those who sleep sleep at 
night and those who get drunk do so at 
night, but we who belong to the day must 
be composed, wearing faith and love for a 
coat of mail, and helmeted with the hope of 
salvation [safety].” (I Thess. 5: 4-8, Smith 
& Goodspeed Trans.) 


Paul’s warning to be spiritually 
equipped and alert at all times follows 
his explanatory remarks concerning 
the resurrection of the dead and the 
translation of the living: 


**For we can assure you, on the Lord’s 
own authority, that those of us who will 
still be living when the Lord comes will 
have no advantage over those who have 
fallen asleep. For the Lord himself, at the 
summons, when the archangel calls and 
God’s trumpet sounds, will come down 
from heaven, and first those who died in 
union with Christ will rise; then those of 
us who are still living will be caught up 
with them on clouds into the air to meet 
the Lord, and so we shall be with the Lord 
forever.” (I Thess. 4: 15-17, Smith @ Good- 
speed Trans.) 


That the event thus described is to 
precede the time of Divine wrath, 
when the Lord will come out of His 
place to punish the inhabitants of the 
earth for their iniquity, is clear from 
the assurance given that all those who 
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are wearing faith and love as a coat of 
mail, and have on the helmet of the 
hope of salvation, are to be saved 
from the trials of the Great Day of 
God’s Wrath. We have already pointed 
out that Paul said, ‘‘For God has not 
destined us for his wrath” (I Thess. 
5: 9). By his reference to the fact that, 
whether we live or fall asleep, we shall 
live with Him, he but further empha- 
sizes the fact that the resurrection and 
translation precede the Great Day of 
God’s Wrath. 


Chronological Confirmation 


Because the hour is now at hand, it 
is especially important to mark well 
the chronological evidence that con- 
firms all this. We have already pointed 
to the fact that the time of awakening 
is associated with the hours just pre- 
ceding the dawn, for the Night zs far 
spent and the Day zs at hand! 

In addressing the followers of our 
Lord, Paul states, “You are not in 
darkness, so that that Day should 
seize you like a thief”; then, using the 
pronoun we, Paul classifies himself 
among the watchers, saying: 


“We are neither of night nor of darkness. 
Consequently, we do not sleep as the rest; 
but we keep guard and are sober.” (I 
Thess. 5: 5-6, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


This message of Paul’s is prophetic 
of the work of the watchers who are 
keeping guard, observing the times 
and endeavoring to arouse sleeping 
Christians. While the King James 
version states that the cry heralding 
the coming of the Bridegroom goes out 
at Midnight, Smith and Goodspeed 
translate it as going out “‘in the middle 
of the night.” This makes it clear that, 
beginning with Midnight and extend- 
ing through the middle of the night, 
the watchers are endeavoring to 
awaken the sleeping virgins. Time is 
consumed in this process of awakening, 
but the hour now approaches when 
they will become awake and it is very 
likely that, before this Third, or Cock- 
crowing, Watch ends at 3 A.M.,* 
when the Morning (Fourth) Watch 
will begin, the virgins will be trimming 
their lamps. 

The virgins cannot begin to trim 
their lamps until they have been 
wholly aroused from their slumbering. 
Sometime, therefore, before the watch 
ends, the sleeping ones will be awak- 
ened in the hour Paul declares is the

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hour they are to become fully alert as 
they prepare for the coming of the 
Bridegroom. It is well to observe here 
that the event that wakes them up 
leaves no question in their minds as to 
its meaning — the Bridegroom is in- 
deed coming! 


Observing the Time 


In Destiny for March 1952, in the 
article titled “‘“Speakest Thou Unto Us 
Or Even To All?”’, the principle of the 
synchronization of chronological time 
periods was dealt with in detail. Since 
it is not practicable to repeat this in- 
formation here, that article should be 
reread in connection with the facts 
now presented. Briefly, the principle 
of synchronization set forth in the 
above-mentioned article was based 
upon the conclusion that the events of 
a longer period of time may be syn- 
chronized with the events on a shorter 
time scale, provided that both time 
periods can be calculated in equivalent 
units of time — in this case provided 
that both periods may be divided into 
the same number of hours and minutes. 

On the longer scale, the year 1911 
was shown to be Midnight, with morn- 
ing six “hours” later in 2001 A.D. On 
the shorter scale, January 22, 1952 
was shown to be Midnight, with 
morning six “‘hours” later on August 
20, 1953. Because the long and short 
time periods contain the same number 
of hours and minutes, events on either 
scale may be synchronized with the 
events on the other. As stated in the 
article: 


“In this synchronization of the watches 
of the greater and lesser night periods, 
we have the acme of precision measure- 
ments which constitutes virtually a prophetic 
slide rule for the use of the student of 
prophecy in defining the pattern of events 
during the critical period of the Third 
Watch of the night in this Day of the Lord.” 
(Page 87.) 


The Third Watch of the night began 
with Midnight of January 22, 1952 and 
will close on November 5, 1952, the 
day following the national election in 
the United States. The full Night of 
Darkness itself runs from June 25, 
1950, when the Korean War began, 
to August 20, 1953, the date the Great 
Pyramid shows as the termination of 
the Consummation of the Age (see 
Day of Decision). 

We are now presenting a further 
synchronization of time periods, using 
the four watches of the Night of Dark- 


ness, from June 25, 1950 to August 
20, 1953, as our Slide rule to determine 
the nature of important events during 
the remaining four hours of the night, 
from August I, 1952 to August 20, 
1953. By synchronizing the four 
watches of the night with the four 
remaining hours of the night itself, 
some very interesting results follow. 

This may also be expressed by an- 
other illustration and it is suggested 
that the chart accompanying this 
article, titled “Observing the Time,” 
be referred to in this connection. As 
the reflected light from the surface of a 
concave mirror is gathered by a lens 
and concentrated upon an object 
under scrutiny, so the time periods pro- 
jected from the events of the Time of 
the End are gathered by the lens of the 
Day of the Lord and concentrated 
upon the remaining four hours of the 
present Night of Darkness. 

It was pointed out in Destiny for 
March 1952 that the Night of the Ages, 
or Time of the End, from 1821 A.D. 
to 2001 A.D., synchronizes with the 
shorter Night of Darkness, or Day of 
the Lord, from June 25, 1950 to August 


20, 1953: 


“The Night of the Ages has been shown 
as beginning in 1821 A.D., a date which 
was 6000 lunar years after the fall of Adam. 
This long night, called ‘the Time of the 
End,’ covers a period of 180 years, ending 
with the close of 6000 solar years in 2001 
A.D., at which time mankind’s period of 
probation will come to an end.” (Page 85.) 


The present Night of Darkness, 
comprising 1152 days, is now shown 
to synchronize with the 384 days from 
August I, 1952 to August 20, 1953, 
which is the third hour of the Third 
Watch of the night, plus the three 
hours of the Fourth Watch. A scrutiny 
of the dates thus brought into focus, 
as shown on the chart, with the dates 
previously established, will definitely 
mark the coming months beginning 
with August I, 1952 as a most out- 
standing period for prophetic students 
to watch. 


Thirty and Eight Years 


It is important to note that the 384 
days from August 1, 1952 to the end 
of the Consummation on August 20, 
1953 is 10 times 38.4 — the latter 
number in years, as well as in days 
and multiples thereof, having been 
shown to be highly significant in the 
previous synchronization of time per- 
iods in the article, “Speakest Thou 
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Unto Us Or Even To All?” in Destiny 
for March 1952 (see Chart, “The 
Little Consummation,”’ p. 89). 

Thirty-eight years was the duration 
of the period during which a time of 
cleansing occurred when those who 
had refused to believe the Lord and 
rebelled against Him were separated 
from the people and died in the wilder- 
ness: 

“And the space in which we came from 
Kadesh-barnea, until we were come over 
the brook Zered, was thirty and eight 
years; until all the generation of the men of 
war were wasted out from among the host, 
as the Lord sware unto them.” (Deut. 2: 
14.) 

Special attention should be given 
to the fact that it was those equipped 
for and actively engaged in God’s 
service, 2.¢., “‘the men of war,” who 
were condemned for their failure to 
obey the commands of the Lord, their 
sin of unbelief being judged as an act 
of rebellion in God’s sight. Moses said, 
“Yet in this thing ye did not believe 
the Lord your God . . . but rebelled 
against the commandment of the Lord 
your God.” Who are those today who 
must die in a wilderness of unbelief of 
their own making? 

Will ten times the number 38.4 in 
days (384) mark the period during 
which a “‘little cleansing,” or separa- 
tion, occurs, when the “righteous ones 
among the holy ones” come into a full 
understanding of the plans and pur- 
poses of God and enter with the Lord 
into the Marriage Supper? At that 
time they will be inducted into office, 
returning with Him when He comes 
triumphantly to assume the adminis- 
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tration of the affairs of His Kingdom. 
It is certain that no like period in the 
past has had so many prophetic time 
measures focusing upon the days of 
its duration as those converging upon 
this period of 384 days which will 
complete the Consummation of the 
Age. 
The Morning Watch 


Let it be restated that these 384 
days, beginning with August 1, 1952 
and ending with August 20, 1953, 
embrace the third hour of the Third 
Watch of the night and the three hours 
of the Fourth Watch of the night. 
This at first thought may seem to be an 
odd division of the Night of Darkness 
until it is realized — and this is very 
important in its bearing upon the 
events of this four-hour period — that 
the hours from August 1, 1952 to 
August 20, 1953 constitute the four hours 
of the ancient Israel Third or Morning 
Watch, beginning at 2 A.M. and ending 
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with sunrise at 6 A.M. That this fact 
makes this period doubly significant 
to the wise cannot be overemphasized, 
but because space here precludes 
going into further detail concerning 
this “‘watch within a watch,” it will 
be dealt with in a later article. 

Meantime, it behooves everyone 
who is wise and watching to give heed 
to the double meaning in the words of 
Jesus: 


“Enter through the narrow gate; be- 
cause the gate is wide, and the road well 
paved, that leads to destruction; and 
through it the majority go. How narrow 
the gate, and difficult the path, that leads 
to life! And they are few who find it!” 
(Matt. 7: 13-14, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


As we see the Day approaching, let us 
follow Paul’s counsel as given in the 
6th chapter of Ephesians (Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.): ‘“Therefore, take up the com- 
plete armour of God, so that you may 
be able to resist in the day of danger, 
and having done all your duty, to 
stand. Stand then, your waist belted 
with truth, and covered with the 
breastplate of righteousness; and your 
feet shod in readiness for the good 
news of peace; lifting up over all the 
big shield of the faith, upon which 
you will be able to quench all the blaz- 
ing artillery of the Devil. And take the 
helmet of salvation, and the sword of 
the Spirit, which is the message of 
God; but through all, with prayer and 
supplication, praying at every moment 
in spirit, and keeping watch in it with 
steady tenacity.”

A SERIES OF developments in the 


autumn of 1951 made it evident that 
the Middle Eastern area was nearing 
cataclysmic upheavals. In the ensuing 
months instability steadily mounted as 
the unleashed passions alternately 
smouldered and flared. Iran, Egypt 
and Tunisia in particular were in a 
constant state of ferment. 

The summer of 1952 brought a sud- 
den succession of crises which under- 
scored how precariously the Middle 
East was balanced between order and 
anarchy. Political turmoil rocked both 
Iran and Egypt. The consequences 
were especially grave in Iran where 
disorders attendant upon the return to 
power of Premier Mossadegh revealed 
ominously the growing influence and 
aggressiveness of the country’s Com- 
munist minority. 

It will be seen that in broad terms 
the July 1952 flare-ups in the Middle 
East came a displacement or human 
error period of 286 days after the de- 
velopments of October 1951. The pre- 
cise manner in which the two crisis 
periods link will unfold as the events 
are covered in detail. The overshadow- 
ing significance, however, is that the 
intervening months offered the West- 
ern Powers what was almost certainly 
their last opportunity to step in with 
vigorous and sweeping corrective meas- 
ures which might have restored their 
influence in this strategic oil-rich area. 
The opportunity was wasted. Now 
fanaticism has risen to a point where 
the situation is well-nigh beyond con- 
trol. 

In pointing out the import of last 
autumn’s events in the Middle East, 
the article, “Brink of the Inferno,” in 
the December 1951 issue of Destiny 
(pp. 425-429), stated: 

““Long-latent forces are being released 
on a precise schedule to accomplish the 
Divine design foretold in ancient times by 
the great prophets of Israel. . . . Neither 
side is aware of the tremendous and fright- 
ful vehemence of the forces being loosed.” 


Events are now demonstrating both 
the accuracy of this interpretation and 
the precision of the chronological pat- 
terns involved. It will be seen that the 
more intense phase of the crisis ini- 
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tiated by the developments charted 
this month grows inevitably out of 
what has gone before. 

On other fronts in the world-wide 
struggle, Russia maintained tension 
along the interzonal frontier in Ger- 
many while speeding preparations for 
expanding her East German army. 
Economic deterioration proceeded 
apace in both Great Britain and the 
United States. 

In the Korean theatre, the first 
major Allied offensive blow in many 
months came on June 23 when mass 
bombing raids hit five hydroelectric 
plants on the Yalu River border of 
Manchuria and in northeast Korea. 
Belatedly the Defense authorities in 
Washington were awakening to the 
realization that the best chance of 
breaking the Panmunjom truce dead- 
lock was to hit the enemy with all 
available strength. 

The Yalu raids, a severe jolt to the 
Communist enemy, came 2300 plus 
two days after March 5, 1946. This 
date brought both the United States 
protest against Soviet troops in Iran 
and Winston Churchill’s call for an 
American-British alliance against So- 
viet imperialism. The 2300 time-meas- 
ure is that which Daniel relates to the 
“cleansing of the sanctuary” at the 
close of the present dispensation. 

During June, while the Soviet Dele- 
gate Jacob A. Malik was president of 
the Security Council, the Russians 
pressed a bitter propaganda campaign, 
accusing the Allies of waging germ 
warfare in Korea. When the issue came 
to a vote — over the Soviet appeal for 
world-wide ratification of the 1925 
Geneva ban on germ weapons — the 
Soviet proposal was repudiated with 
scorn as all Security Council members 
except Russia abstained from voting. 
This was on June 26, a date which was 
2520 days solar after the UN charter 
was signed on June 26, 1945 (lower 
center of Chart I). As indicated, the 
1952 terminal also fell a perfection in 
warning period of 7 x 120 days before 
October 14, 1954, which will be 420 
days after the Great Pyramid’s Hall of 
Judgment period closes on August 20, 
1953: 

The warning factor marking June 
26 focusses attention upon the axiom

that the Communists habitually charge 
their enemies with what they them- 
selves are planning. With Russia far 
advanced in preparations for waging 
germ warfare, the Western world can 
take small comfort in the stinging UN 
defeat administered to Russia on June 
26. It is the motives behind the Soviet 
propaganda campaign that must be 
considered. 

The Egyptian political crisis became 
acute on June 28 when Premier Hilaly 
Pasha resigned. Meanwhile, in Lon- 
don the Big Three Foreign Ministers 
concluded talks called to plan their 
reply to Russia’s May 24 demand for 
a conference on an all-German peace 
treaty. 

A solar tribulation measure of 1260 
days extending from December 28, 
1948 marks these June 28 develop- 
ments. The 1948 date — g x 1260 days 
after the British entered Jerusalem in 
1917 — brought both the announce- 
ment that the United States would 
evacuate South Korea, and also forma- 
tion by the Western Powers of an 
International board to control Ger- 
many’s Ruhr (lower half of Chart II). 

The three Western high commis- 
sioners on June 30 rejected the Soviet 
contention that its security border zone 
between East and West Germany was 
formed to protect East Germany from 
spies and saboteurs. The Soviet posi- 
tion was stated in a note delivered on 
June 19. The Western reply on June 
30 came 2520 days after the first 
atomic bomb was exploded on August 
6, 1945 (center of Chart II). June 30 
was also 666 days after September 3, 
1950 when UN planes downed a 
Soviet bomber in Korean waters. 

The June 30 terminal also brought a 
pledge by United States Secretary of 
State Acheson that American troops 
would remain in Austria until its free- 
dom was assured. 

A new government headed by Hus- 
sein Sirry Pasha took office in Egypt 
on July 2. This ties into a sequence of 
Middle and Far Eastern events through 
the 666 lunar measure separating it 
from the September 15, 1950 Korean 
“TD-Day”’ (upper half of Chart IT). The 
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1950 date in turn fell a solar “*perfec- 
tion in warning”? measure after May 
16, 1948, which brought the newly- 
formed Zionist state’s appeal to the 
UN against Egyptian aggression. 

The July 2 terminal also brought 
yet another border incident in Berlin 
as Soviet troops seized three American 
Catholic priests at gunpoint. This car- 
ries on a German sequence which 
leads back through a lunar displace- 
ment period of 286 days to September 
24, 1951 when the Western Big Three 
invited West Germany to raise an 
army and participate in the European 
defense alliance. From the 1951 date a 
666-day measure extends back to No- 
vember 27, 1949 when the East Ger- 
man “police army”’ first came to light. 

A state of emergency was proclaimed 
in Cairo on July 4. Significantly, this 
came a “birth travail’? period of 270 
days after October 8, 1951 when 
Egypt reached its fateful decision to 
insist that British troops leave the 
Canal Zone (near bottom of Chart I). 
The 1951 terminal, in turn, was a 
lunar tribulation period of 1260 days 
after May 14, 1948, when proclama- 
tion of the Zionist state laid the ground- 
work for the present crisis. 

The July 4 terminal just noted also 
ended a bitter political struggle in 
South Korea as the Assembly approved 
constitutional amendments, advanced 
by President Syngman Rhee, which 
called for popular election of Korean 
presidents and a two-house congress. 

A West Berlin newspaper, Der Tag, 
reported on July 6 that East German 
Vice-Premier Ulbricht had drafted a 
law providing compulsory military 
service for all men between the ages of 
18 and 45. This was 286 days after 
September 24, 1951 when the Western 
Powers invited West Germany to raise 
an army for integration into European 
defense (upper half ot Chart IT). 

The kidnapping of an anti-Com- 
munist lawyer from the American sec- 
tor of Berlin on July 8 led the West 
Berlin city government to order all 
roads leading into the Russian zone 
blockaded. This tautening of the Berlin 
crisis came 2520 days after the sur- 
render of Japan on August 14, 1945 
(center of Chart I). July 8 was also 
1290 days (desolation) before January 
19, 1956. The latter date will be 2520 
days solar after January 18, 1949, 
when the Western Powers counter- 
blockaded the Soviet Berlin sector. 

Note especially that the solar ter- 
minal of the 1290 cycle extending back 
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from January 19, 1956 was June 19, 
1952, when the Soviets charged that 
the Allies were using West Berlin as a 
base for espionage. 

On July 10 the Big Three delivered 
their reply to Soviet demands for a 
conference on an all-German peace 
treaty. The Western Powers offered 
only to confer with Russia on creation 
of an impartial veto-free commission 
to investigate election possibilities in 
Germany. Meanwhile, in Berlin a 
crowd of 25,000 demonstrated in 
wrath against the July 8 kidnapping of 
an anti-Communist lawyer by the 
Russians. 

A solar period of 1335 days separates 
these July 10 German developments 
from October 25, 1948, when the Rus- 
sians vetoed UN compromise pro- 
posals for ending the Berlin blockade 
(center of Chart II). July 10 was also 
666 days solar after September 3, 1950 
and 286 days solar after September 24, 
1951, when West Germany was in- 
vited to raise an army. A solar period 
of 2 x 286 days extends forward from 
July 10 to February 10, 1954, which 
will close a solar 2520-day period of 
trial after peace treaties with former 
German satellites were signed on 
February 10, 1947. 

Reference to Chart IT will show that 
the three terminals of the 666 cycle 
extending from September 3, 1950 
marked a noteworthy pattern of Ger- 
man developments. The same is true 
of the three 286 terminals linking to 
September 24, 1951. 

Also of interest is the fact that the 
contents of the July 10 Western note 
to Russia were decided upon 1260 
days solar after December 28, 1948, 
while the note was delivered 1290 days 
after the same initial point. 

The East German Communist party 
on July 12 formally proposed that a 
national people’s army be set up im- 
mediately. On the other side of the 
world, the Peking government issued 
an order calling for rapid expansion of 
its armed forces. Able-bodied men 
were to be added to the militia in 
whatever numbers could be _ prac- 
ticably handled. 

These two portentous developments 
fell on a date of outstanding chrono- 
logical significance. Note first from 
the top of Chart II that July 12 was 
11 x 1260 days after Germany opened 
World War I on August 1, 1914. The 
number 11 is that signifying disorder 
or disintegration, while 1260 denotes 
tribulation. The July 12 terminal was 


also a birth travail period of 270 days 
before April 8, 1953. The latter date 
will be 2520 days after May 15, 1946, 
when the Paris Conference collapsed 
after failing to draft World War II 
peace terms. And a period of 666 days 
separates July 12, 1952 from the Sep- 
tember 15, 1950 Korean D-Day. 

Note especially that April 8, 1953 
links back to the outbreak of World 
War I by two separate time-measure 
sequences: one of 2520 plus 9 x 1290 
days and a second of 270 plus 11 x 
1260. 

East German Reds on July 14 prom- 
ised the Kremlin that they would or- 
ganize an army which would preserve 
the Soviet zone as a “people’s democ- 
racy.” This declaration was embodied 
in a cable forwarded to Stalin at the 
close of six days of conferences. And in 
Indo-China, where the anti-Commu- 
nist position is steadily deteriorating, 
the Viet-minh Reds launched a major 
attack in the jungles of southern 
Annam. 

A lunar “perfection in warning” 
period of 7 x 120 days separates these 
two developments from April 8, 1950, 
when the Russians downed a United 
States Navy patrol plane in the Baltic 
Sea (near bottom of Chart II). Note 
that the 1950 date was 666 days after 
the Arab-Jewish truce went into effect 
on June 11, 1948. 

Resignation of Premier Mohamad 
Mossadegh on July 17 plunged Iran 
into a new crisis. Mossadegh quit when 
the Shah refused to grant him the post 
of War Minister in addition to the 
premiership, and virtual dictatorship 
over the nation’s economy as well. 
Former premier Ahmed Qavam was 
called to form a new government. 

Nepal, another focal point of Com- 
munist activity, was also in the news 
on July 17 as a Communist puppet 
ruler seized control of an eastern dis- 
trict after a peasant revolt. The Nep- 
alese government reported the revolt 
was quickly quashed, but continued 
Communist pressure upon this stra- 
tegic area between Tibet and India 
must be expected. 

Three separate measures tie these 
July 17 developments into the pattern 
of Middle Eastern events. They fell 
286 plus two days after the British 
abandoned Abadan on October 3, 
1951. A lunar period of 286 days sep- 
arates July 17, 1952 from October 9, 
1951 when the British, denouncing 
Egypt’s decision to abrogate the Suez 
and Sudan treaties, declared that Em- 
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pire troops would remain in the Canal 
Zone. Finally, July 17 was 270 days 
after October 21, 1951, when the 
Egyptian government ordered mobil- 
ization (near top of Chart I). 

In Germany, the West Berlin City 
Assembly asked the Western Allies to 
‘supply arms to anti-Communist Ger- 
man leaders in danger of being kid- 
napped by East Zone Communists. 
Note that this was 2520 days solar 
after July 17, 1945, when the Potsdam 
Conference opened. It was at Potsdam 
that the Big Four sought to agree upon 
Germany’s post-war status. 

The Western Allies on July 18 
strengthened their military patrols 
along the Soviet borders of West Ber- 
lin. The date fell on the mean terminal 
of the 2 x 286 cycle measured back 
from February 10, 1954 (lower center 
of Chart II). Note that it was on the 
solar terminal of this cycle (July 10) 
that the Big Three forwarded their 
note calling for an exploratory parley 
on all-German elections. 

The July 18 terminal also marked 
the opening of Great Britain’s drive to 
recruit one million volunteers for home 
defense. 

New waves of unrest swept Iran 
after Premier Ahmed Qavam pledged 
himself to seek an oil settlement with 
Great Britain. On July 19 troops and 
police quelled violent demonstrations 
as followers of Mossadegh roamed the 
streets shouting, ‘““Death to the traitor 
Qavam!” 

This ominous upsurge of factional 
strife in Iran came 1290 plus 666 days 
after March 12, 1947, when the Tru- 
man Doctrine for containing Com- 
munism was proclaimed. It will be 
recalled that the chronological signifi- 
cance of July 19, 1952 was given in 
advance on a chart included with the 
article, ‘‘Light Amid Confusion,”’ pub- 
lished in Destiny for January 1952, 
(pp. 26-29). 

July 19 was also 286 days solar after 
the British abandoned Abadan and 
286 days lunar after October 11, 1951, 
when Iraq requested revision of the 
treaty under which the British main- 
tained military bases in its territory 
(upper center of Chart I). 

Egypt continued in ferment as 
Premier Hussein Sirry Pasha resigned 
on July 20 after less than three weeks 
in office. This significantly came a dis- 
placement period of 286 days after 
October 8, 1951, when Egypt decided 
to oust the British from the Suez Canal 
Zone (near bottom of Chart I). 
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It was also on July 20 that the East 
German Communists issued a rural 
directive designed to encourage farm 
collectivization so that agricultural 
manpower would be freed to swell the 
ranks of East Germany’s new army. 
Note from the chart that this German 
development came 1260 days solar 
before January 19, 1956. The latter 
date will be 2520 days solar after the 
Western Powers counter-blockaded 
the Soviet Berlin sector in January 
1949. 

Iranian nationalists, spearheaded by 
leaders of the Communist Tudeh 
Party, countered Premier Qavam’s 


efforts to restore order with blood riots 
which cost many lives. With violence 
raging unchecked, the aging Premier 
resigned on July 21. This was 286 days 
after October 9, 1951, when the Brit- 
ish pledged to hold Suez. Note from 
the top of Chart I that July 21, 1952 
was also 15 x 120 days before June 25, 
1957, which will close a solar 2520-day 
period of trial or probation after the 
Korean war began on June 25, 1950. 
The significance of the 15 x 120 “Hour 
of Warning” time-measure was pointed 
out last month. Further examples of 
its application may be found on last 
month’s charts (“‘Hour of Final Warn- 
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ing,” Destiny for August 1952, pp. 
277-280). 

Mohamad Mossadegh resumed the 
premiership of Iran on July 22. By 
forcing out the more moderate Qavam 
and reinstating the eccentric firebrand 
Mossadegh, the Iranian nationalists 
again sent their country careening 
down the road to bankruptcy and 
ruin. In this they were abetted by the 
Communist Tudeh Party which only 
awaits the right moment to seize 
power. 

Premier Mossadegh’s cause was also 
aided by the July 22 decision of the 


International Court of Justice uphold- 
ing his contention that it lacked juris- 
diction to rule on Britain’s suit over 
the nationalization of the Anglo-Iran- 
ian Oil Company’s Iranian properties. 

These crucial events came 666 days 
solar after the September 15, 1950 
Korean D-Day (near top of Chart IT). 
Data noted also shows that July 22 was 
666 plus 7 x 120 days (both solar) after 
the May 16, 1948 Great Pyramid 
coffer date when the Israelis appealed 
to the UN against Egyptian aggression. 

Back to Egypt the spotlight shifted. 
A bloodless military coup on July 23 
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gave control of the army to General 
Mohammed Naguib. Proclaiming him- 
self army commander-in-chief, Gen- 
eral Naguib surrounded the royal 
palace and Cairo government build- 
ings with tanks and armored cars. He 
ordered King Farouk to take former 
Premier Ali Maher Pasha back into 
office. 

The July 23 coup by General Na- 
guib came 286 days solar after October 
II, 1951, when Iraq demanded re- 
vision of its treaty with Britain (near 
center of Chart I). Not charted is the 
additional fact that July 23 was 286 
days lunar after October 15, 1951, 
when Egypt formally denounced her 
Suez and Sudan treaties with the 
British. 

Anti-American feeling upsurged 
throughout Iran as Communist-fanned 
violence raged on. Mobs on July 24 
beat a United States Army officer and 
stoned an American Aid office. This 
was 286 days solar after October 8, 
1951 (bottom of Chart I). 

American clubs in Tehran were 
forced to close on July 25 as mobs 
seethed through the city in anti-foreign 
demonstrations. And in Egypt General 
Naguib consolidated his control by 
dispatching troops to take control of 
Alexandria, the Egyptian summer 
capital. The date was 286 days solar 
after October 9, 1951 (top of Chart I). 

The Egyptian crisis took a dra- 
matic turn on July 26 when General 
Naguib forced the abdication of King 
Farouk. British officials hoped this 
would clear the way for settlement of 
the dispute over the Suez and Sudan. 
Other observers, however, saw in 
Farouk’s abdication the removal of a 
moderating force which had many 
times helped to curb the more reckless 
nationalist elements in Egypt. 

This change of regimes in Egypt 
came 2520 days solar after the election 
which brought the Laborites to power 
in Great Britain. Labor policies of re- 
treat and appeasement were respon- 
sible for the decline in British prestige, 
which led to the present Middle East- 
ern crisis. It will be seen, therefore,that 
the solar period of trial or probation 
separating the July 26, 1945 shift of 
regimes in England from the abdica- 
tion of King Farouk is appropriate 
indeed. 

Also significant is the fact that the 
“displacement” of King Farouk came 
286 days solar plus two after October 
8, 1951, when Egypt decided to abro- 
gate its Suez and Sudan treaties with 
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Britain (bottom of Chart II). As indi- 
cated, July 26 was also 390 days 
(Israel’s chastisement) before the Great 
Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment period 
ends on August 20, 1953. And a lunar 
period of 2 x 286 days separates July 
26 from February 10, 1954. 

A Tehran report on the July 26 
terminal indicated that Premier Mos- 
sadegh had notified Great Britain of 
his willingness to begin talks on the 
question of payment for the national- 
ized properties of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company. 

Chronological students interested in 
a more detailed analysis of the inter- 
relation of events will find it worth- 
while to study this month’s charts in 
conjunction with the two included 
with the article, “Brink of the In- 
ferno,” in the December 1951 issue of 
Destiny. The earlier charts contain 
much material linking the events of 
October 1951 to previous develop- 
ments. It was not practicable to repeat 
all of this material on the current 
charts, but a study of the many sig- 
nificant sequences leading back from 
the events of July 1952 to those of 
October 1951 and thence on back to 
earlier developments will prove very 
rewarding for those who care to make 
the effort. 

The White House on July 24 an- 
nounced settlement of the lengthy and 
disastrous steel strike after lost produc- 
tion had gravely impaired the Ameri- 
can rearmament effort and made ir- 
reparable inroads upon the civilian 
economy as well. The steelworkers 
won substantially higher wages and a 
modified union shop. The $5.20 per

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ton raise granted the companies in 
order to meet the raised wages was 
bound to set the inflation spiral climb- 
ing again. 

It is noteworthy that the steel strike 
was settled precisely 2300 days before 
November 10, 1958 (not charted). 
Previous articles have shown that the 
1958 terminal relates particularly to 
the downfall of economic Babylon, the 
false world-system which must be de- 
stroyed before the righteousness of the 
Kingdom of Heaven can function on 
earth. For other examples of the man- 
ner in which the November 1958 date 
links to economic developments, refer 
back to the chart on page 390 of 
Destiny for November 1951. Recall 
also that the British pound was put on 
the open market 2520 days before the 
same 1958 date. 

Ominous as are the economic trends 
in America, it is over Britain that the 
shadow of the imminent upheaval 
hangs most blackly. The columnist 
Sylvia Porter declared in her column 
of July 17 that Great Britain was 
“racing toward financial collapse.” 
She went on to say: 

“‘Britain’s economic situation has once 
more become so grim, her pound sterling 
has once more become so shaky, her trade 
outlook has once more turned so desperate 
that now only the boldest, most courageous 
actions can save her from a shuddering 
bust.” 


No bold or courageous actions will 


be forthcoming from today’s unin- 
spired leaders, bogged in the accumu- 
lated errors of decades. One by one the 
Divine Architect is allowing the props 
supporting man’s materialistic civiliza- 
tion to crumble. Soon now the last 
supports will give way and the whole 
outmoded structure will crash down in 
a cataclysm of war and anarchy.

The Men Who Could Reclaim You 





PROBLEM OF the eventual 
ownership of Palestine over- 
shadows all questions relating to 
Middle-Eastern affairs. The definite 
prophecies of the Scriptures and their 
fulfillment demand our attention and 
are an ever-present challenge to us 
because a permanent settlement of 
the issue will not come until they are 
given maximum consideration. One 
of the outstanding dual prophecies, 
blending the Houses of Israel and 
Judah, is to be found in Ezekiel 11: 14- 
21 (Ferrar Fenton).* 


“The message of the Lord afterwards 
came to me to say: ‘Son of man! Your 
brothers, your relatives the men who could 
reclaim you, and all the House of Israel, 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem have said, to 
all of them, ‘‘Get off from the Lord! who 
has given this country for us to possess.” ’ 
Therefore say, “Thus says the MIGHTY 
LorD, Although I have sent them afar to the 
heathen [nations, r. v.], and although — I 
have scattered them in the countries [over 
foreign lands, Moffatt], yet I will be a 
little Sanctuary to them in the countries 
to which I have brought them.’ Therefore 
say, “Thus says the MIGHTY LORD, — I will 
collect them from the nations, and gather 
them from the countries where I have 
scattered them, and will give to them the 
ground of Israel. And when they arrive 
there they will cast away all their pollu- 
tions and depravities from them. Then I 
will give them a single heart, and put a 
new spirit in their breast. I will remove the 
heart of stone from their body, and give 
them a heart of flesh, — so that they may 
walk by My Institutions, and regard My 
decrees, and practise them, and they will 
be My people, and I will be their God. 
But to those who proceed after their cor- 
rupt and depraved hearts, I will bring 
their own course on their heads,’ says the 
Mighty Lord.” 

Here we meet a necessary dissection 
which shows the definite separation of 
Israel and Judah. It is seldom that 
prophecy is so emphatic in pointing 
this out in tripl. language, so that there 
will be no possible mistake as to who 
Israel of the ten tribes, viz., the House 


of Israel, is, as distinct from the House 
of Judah.

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The inhabitants of Jerusalem (Ju- 
dah) were then, and again now are, 
saying, ‘“This land belongs to us,” and 
they were, and again now are, saying 
it to “their Kinsmen, their fellow 
exiles, the Entire Community of 
Israel”? (Moffatt), “their brethren, the 
men of their kindred, all the house of 
Israel, all of them” (R. v.). 


“Get you far from the Lord, unto us is 
this land given in possession.” (A. v.) 

“You are far away from the Eternal, 
this land belongs to us.” (Moffatt.) 


This is surely an echo of the present- 
day slogan of the Zionists: ‘‘Palestine 
for the Jews.”’ The point of view of the 
Church is that Israel of the northern 
ten tribes vanished into obscurity and 
all efforts to find them are futile. 
Therefore, it is claimed the Jews have 
the right to consider themselves the 
sole heirs to Palestine, the ancestral 
home of united Israel when David 
and Solomon reigned over united 
Israel of the twelve tribes. 

But note the remarkable phrase in 
Ezekiel’s prophecy: ‘‘7he men who 
could reclaim you.” This can only refer 
to ten-tribed Israel, their fellow exiles 
from Palestine, and hints at world 
prestige and our ability to resolve the 
Jewish problem. Great Britain had a 
preliminary try when Lord Balfour 
sent his historic letter to Lord Roths- 
child. Will Ephraim and Manasseh 
(Great Britain and the United States 
of America) together be more success- 
ful in the future? 

This prophecy goes on to give the 
task of cleaning up and administering 
the land to the exiles of “‘the entire 
community of Israel,” ze. all the 
northern ten tribes! To read about 
this future taking over of Palestine by 
the ten tribes, refer to verses 17 and 
18 of the single chapter of Obadiah 
and note the phrase, ““And the house 
of Jacob shall possess their possessions.”’ 
The term, “the house of Joseph,” 
foretells joint military action by Eph- 
raim and Manasseh (Great Britain 
and the United States of America) in 
Palestine against the House of Esau. 
After warning of judgment upon the 
House of Esau, verse 21 concludes with 
the final victorious words: “‘And the 
kingdom shall be the Lord’s.”

Professor Toy’s Notes 


We must now deal with the notes 
and comments on this prophecy 
quoted from the Ezekiel Volume of 
The Polychrome Bible of the U.S.A., 
edited by C. H. Toy, LL.D., Professor 
at Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Mass. He writes on the verse: “I will 
be their sanctuary a while in the lands 
whither they are gone.” This, he says, 
is “the first break in the old concep- 
tion that Jehovah was the tribal God 
of Palestine, like the tribal gods of 
Nineveh and Babylon.” He continues: 
**This is a denial of the crude popular 
view; JHVH will be a sanctuary to His 
people even on foreign soil; His pres- 
ence will be to them all that the temple 
was. This revolutionary conception 
that jHvH and His blessing were not 
bound to the soil of Canaan arose in 
the general moral advance of the 
Israelitish people, but owed much to 
the exile which severed Israel from the 
land.” 

How differently Professor Toy would 
have written this paragraph had he 
known that the English-speaking peo- 
ples are the lost ten tribes of Israel! 
But it is in his note on verse 17 where 
we meet Professor Toy’s remarkable 
(unconsciously blind) evidence, which 
led me to write this article. He writes: 

“<The prophet goes a step further; the 
exiles alone, as being the true Israel, shall 
possess the land. It does not appear that the 
exiles were better, morally or religiously, 
than the people who remained in Jerusalem, 
but the logw of the situation forces the 
Prophet to his present utterance. Two 
things seemed to him certain; that Ferusalem 
would be destroyed, and that the nation 
would be preserved; it followed that the 
exiles constituted the nation.” 

Reading this carefully, we note that 
Professor Toy has only the Jew in 
mind; he ignores the far larger section 
of fellow exiles of the ten tribes, then 
in Assyria, as non-existent. Neverthe- 
less, the logic of his exposition of this 
prophecy shows that it refers to the 
ten-tribed House of Israel, whoever 
and wherever they now are. 

But, we ask, which exiles? Israel’s or 
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Judah’s? He has just told us that Israel 
is the nation, but where is that larger 
part of Israel? We note that Professor 
Toy makes no attempt to find them, 
and also that he treats the problem as 
local Jewish history, and not as a 
Divinely-inspired prophecy yet to be 
fulfilled. 

His deduction as to ownership is 
accurate, but if it has to be fulfilled 
toward the end of the Christian Dis- 
pensation, the deduction also would 
necessitate finding the Israelitish peo- 
ple having a racial history throughout 
the intervening centuries, and there- 
fore in existence today. Can they be 
traced? We cannot lose the northern 
tribes of Israel in the Persian oil dis- 
trict of Azerbijan about 721 B.c., keep 
them there in suspended animation 
for nearly 3,000 years and produce 
them when required, fully qualified 
to take over the administration of 
Palestine. 

Professor Toy does not even attempt 
to date its fulfillment prior to the 
Millennium, for that would make it 
necessary to find those missing Israel- 
ites who are the future rightful owners 
of the Holy Land. This point of view 
acknowledges the continuous control 
of world history by Jehovah to be a 
far more real thing than is usually 
accepted. It is the Biblical standpoint 
that “the Lord is King,” not only 
from the religious standpoint, but his- 
torically, in the fullest sense of the 
word. 


Some Biblical Geography 


It is useless to make this claim to our 
being the lost ten tribes unless we can 
offer evidence in its proof, so we shall 
assist Professor Toy to trace “‘the exiles 
of the entire community of the House 
of Israel,’ comprising those lost ten 
tribes of Northern Israel. We must 
begin with the Assyrian siege and cap- 
ture of Samaria, when the whole of 
the defeated Israelites were deported 
to the cities of the Medes. 


“In the ninth year of Hoshea the king 
of Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel 
away into Assyria, and placed them in 
Halah and in Habor by the river of Gozan, 
and in the cities of the Medes.” (II Kings 


17: 6.) 


Ferrar Fenton alters, or respells, the 
word “Halah” in the Authorized 
Version into its Hebrew form with a 
**k” at each end, viz., “Khalakh,”’ and 
this in Hebrew means “the land of 
fire.”’ His footnote reads: 
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** *“Khalakh,’ now the province of Azer- 
bijan, in Persia, a name which means ‘the 
land of fire,’ as does the Hebrew name 
Khalakh, upon the river still called Gozan 
in Persia, which falls into the southwest of 
the Caspian Sea. It now forms part of the 
Russian district of Baku.” (F. F.) 


This gives us the definite locality of 
the Assyrian captivity of the ten tribes, 
namely “the Land of Fires,” the oil 
district of Persia, both the ancient 
Persian and Hebrew names having 
the same meaning. Northern Israel 
went into captivity in 721 B.c. and 
about 9 years later Isaiah in Jerusalem 
predicted their Divine protection when 
they left their Assyrian captivity of 70 
years about 650 B.c. (Ch. 42: 1-2). 
Both Israel and Judah had their 70 
years of captivity, one in Assyria and 
the other in Babylon, but the Jews 
began their Babylonian captivity some 
130 years after Israel went to “the 
cities of the Medes,” to the oil district 
of Azerbijan. 


Separation 


Nothing could be more separate 
than these respective periods and 
places, so why do we get so muddled 
up as between Israel and Judah? 
Isaiah’s promised encouragement not 
to shirk the hardships of their future 
migration is in chapter 43, verse 2, and 
reads: 


“‘When thou passest through the waters, 
I will be with thee; and through the rivers, 
they shall not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shait not be 
burned; neither shall the flame kindle 
upon thee.” 


Prior to this, in verse 1, the declara- 
tion was made, “I have called thee by 
thy name; thou art mine.’”’ How many 
sermons have been preached upon 
these verses, and the congregations 
have been told that the words sym- 
bolize “‘the waters of affliction and the 
fires of adversity,” instead of being a 
Divine promise of the personal protec- 
tion of ““He that keepeth Israel slum- 
bers not nor sleeps.”’ Or, as Psalm 121, 
verses 3 and 4, are translated by Pro- 
fessor Wellhausen, the great German 
higher critic, in The Polychrome Bible 
(he was editor of the Psalms Volume): 


“May He not suffer thy foot to stumble, 
May not thy keeper slumber; 

Lo, the keeper of Israel 

Neither slumbers nor sleeps.” 


The only record of the ten tribes 
leaving the Persian oil district is in the 
Apocrypha in IT Esdras 13: 40-45: 


*‘Those are the ten tribes which were 
carried away prisoners out of their own 
land in the time of Osea the King, whom 
Shalmaneser the king of Assyria led away 
captive, and he carried them over the 
waters, and so came they into another 
land. But they took this counsel among 
themselves, that they would leave the mul- 
titude of the heathen, and go forth into a 
further country, where never mankind 
dwelt. That they might there [at least, 
Variorum| keep their statutes, which they 
never kept in their own land. And they 
entered into Euphrates by the narrow 
passages of the river. For the Most High 
then showed signs for them, and held still 
the flood, till they were passed over. For 
through that country there was a great 
way to go, namely, of a year and a half; 
and the same is called Arsareth.” 


*Oxonian” (Rev. M. W. H. Milner, 
M.A.) and other writers have identi- 
fied Ar-sareth as “‘the Hill on the River 
Sereth” on the east of the Carpathian 
Mountains. The Sereth and its com- 
panion and larger river, the Pruth, 
flow parallel due south to Galatz, 
where they join the Danube. 

When Ephraim, as the leading tribe, 
began to “follow after an east wind” 
(Hosea 12: 1), this phrase is the Bible’s 
camouflaged way of saying he began to 
move westward. Israel, under his 
leadership, went up the Danube, 
through the famous pass, the Iron 
Gates, ever westward, through Buda- 
pest and Vienna, toward Scandinavia, 
which in Hebrew has been translated 
as ‘‘Dan’s Resting Place,” and thence 
into “the appointed place”’ foretold in 
II Sam. 7: 10 which reads: 


“Moreover I will appoint a place for 
my people Israel, and will plant them, 
that they may dwell in a place of their 
own, and move no more; neither shall the 
children of wickedness afflict them any 
more, as beforetime.”’ 


It is interesting to note how the 
River Danube, which was originally 
named the “Ister,” plays its part in 
our identification. 

I quote from The Seed of Isaac, an 
early book by J. D. Granger, page 145, 
on the rivers of Eastern Europe: 


‘While the Ister may have been changed 
to Danubins from a compound of Dan 
and a false deity called Anubis, who, ac- 
cording to Bryant’s Ancient Mythology, p. 19; 
was represented by the Egyptians as a 
princely person with a serpent, the in- 
signia, as well as the prophetic character 
of the tribe of Dan (Gen. 49: 17), entwined 
round his middle, and embellished with 
other characteristics, relating to time and 
duration, of which the serpent was an 
emblem.”

From Western Europe any school- 
boy can trace the main streams of over- 
land migration into Britain, and the 
sea-faring sections of the tribe of Dan 
can be left to bring their sections up 
the Mediterranean in company with 
their friends the Phoenicians, via 
Carthage and Mauritania, the name of 
the Western plains of Northern 
Africa, which in Hebrew is translated 
“The Plains of the Danites.” 


The Lo-Ammi People 


We must not expect these various 
migrations, under different leaders, 
during more than 1,000 years (say 500 
B.C. to 500 A.D.) to be all duly docu- 
mented with Israelitish names, etc. 
How could the punishment of loss of 
identity, pronounced by Hosea, re- 
ceive its literal fulfillment if our ances- 
tors had retained their racial and tribal 
names? 


“Then said God, Call his name Lo- 
ammi: for ye are not my people, and I will 
not be your God. [Note how verse 10 
shows that the promise in Genesis of racial 
expansion without limit will not be af- 
fected.] Yet the number of the children of 
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Israel shall be as the sand of the sea, which 
cannot be measured nor numbered; and 
it shall come to pass, that instead of its being 
said unto them [as in the Variorum], Ye are 
not my people, there it shall be said unto 
them, Ye are the sons of the living God.” 
(Hos. 1: 9-10.) 


I think this is a very good effort on 
the part of the Old Testament to 
describe lost Israel as being comprised 
of the foremost Christian peoples of 
the world. 


Identity Research Encouraged 


This study of our racial origin is 
encouraged through Isaiah: 


“‘Hear me, you hunters for right, you 
who seek for the Lord, — See the Rock 
whence you were cut, the pit whence you 
were hewn; Look to Abraham your father, 
and Sarah who bore you; — I called him 
when but one; when I blessed him he 
grew.” (Isa. 51: 1-2, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


It would be absurd to talk like this 
to a Jew; it is therefore spoken to — 
foretold of—that other section of 
Israel who became the lost ten tribes, 
to that Lo-Ammi section of Israel 
whom Hosea foretold would follow 


an east wind. In Genesis it was Di- 
vinely promised that Israel would 
evolve into “a company of nations,” 
and one tribe (Manasseh) would 
separate into a “Great People.” So, 
ever following an east wind, we find 
modern Israel in Great Britain and 
the United States of America. 


A Representative Occupation 


Just in case someone remarks that 
the English-speaking peoples could not 
be crowded into Palestine when “they 
inherit the desolate heritages” — and 
certainly they would not leave their 
present world-wide localities to do so 
—read Jeremiah 3: 14. Here is Mof- 
fatt’s translation and we note how his 
Scottish nationality shows itself in his 
choice of the word “‘clan”’: 


**T will take one or two of you, one from 
a town here, two from a clan there, and 
bring you to Sion, where I will give you 
rulers after my own heart who shall furnish 
you with knowledge and with sense.”

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Keynote Address 





Ep. Nore: Because the keynote address 
given by General Douglas MacArthur in 
Convention Hall in Chicago on July 7, 
1952 had a far greater significance than 
mere partisan politics, it is being published 
in full in Destiny as a matter of historical 
record. The General might well have re- 
peated the statement he made when he 
addressed the joint session of the Michigan 
Legislature on May 15, 1952 (see Destiny 
for July 1952, pp. 235-238): ““There is no 
politics in me, nor none intended in what I 
say. I plead nothing but Americanism.” 

History will yet record that General 
Douglas MacArthur was selected by God 
to play a major role in American national 
affairs. The picayune attitude of the heads 
of the present administration in summarily 
dismissing this great military leader from 
his command in the Far East was used of 
God to bring him before a joint session of 
the Congress of the United States to sound 
a warning in behalf of the American peo- 
ple. But even though Congressional hear- 
ings followed, his warnings fell on deaf ears. 
Nothing was done to restrain the “little 
men” in government from leading our na- 
tion toward the precipice of disaster. 

It was providential that at such a time 
General MacArthur was invited to make 
the keynote address before the 25th Repub- 
lican National Convention. In his remarks 
he outlined the course for our great nation 
to follow and he said: “I feel a deep con- 
sciousness of the nature and gravity of the 
crusade upon which we now embark — a 
crusade to which all sound and patriotic 
Americans, irrespective of party, may well 
dedicate their hearts and minds and fullest 
effort. Only thus can our beloved country 
restore its spiritual and temporal strength 
and regain the universal respect.” 

A double witness was supplied to con- 
firm the proposed program and establish 
the necessity to heed the warning before 
it is too late in the support given in the 
address the following evening by Ex- 
President Herbert Hoover. However, in 
what followed in the Convention, the testi- 
mony of these two splendid witnesses was 
rejected and the opportunity to secure the 
services of one whom God could have used 
to deliver His people from their enemies 
both within and without was not grasped. 
Thus, the United States of America stands 
once more at a crossroads in what history 
will show to be its most fateful period. 


OSSIBLY NEVER BEFORE has a sol- 
dier been called to a rostrum 
such as this to participate in the 
deliberations of a great political party. 
I approach the task in a spirit of hu- 
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mility born of full 
understanding of my 
own marked limita- 
tions, but fortified by so solemn an 
obligation. In this unusual assignment, 
I feel a deep consciousness of the na- 
ture and gravity of the crusade upon 
which we now embark — a crusade to 
which all sound and patriotic Ameri- 
cans, irrespective of party, may well 
dedicate their hearts and minds and 
fullest effort. Only thus can our be- 
loved country restore its spiritual and 
temporal strength and regain once 
again the universal respect. 

I speak with a sense of pride that all 
of my long life I have been a member 
of the Republican party, as before me 
was my father, an ardent supporter of 
Abraham Lincoln. I have an abiding 
faith that this party, if it remains true 
to its great traditions, can provide the 
country with a leadership which, as in 
the days of Lincoln, will bring us back 
to peace and tranquility. 

Perhaps it is unnecessary here to 
indict the present administration for 
all of its tragic blunders. For that in- 
dictment has already found full ex- 
pression in the resentments which have 
poured from the hearts of the Ameri- 
can people from north to south, east to 
west, with no distinction of race, creed, 
color or political affiliation. I know. 
From the four corners of the land, I 
have seen; I have heard. It has been 
a spontaneous expression reflecting a 
deep sense of fear that our leaders in 
their insatiate demand for ever more 
personal power might destroy the re- 
public and erase from the earth those 
mighty principles of government which 
brought to this land a liberty, a dig- 
nity and a prosperity never before 
known. It has been an expression of 
faith in our ultimate destiny as a free 
people; an acknowledgement of indi- 
vidual responsibility in the achieve- 
ment of that destiny, a vibrant testi- 
monial that the love of liberty still 
burns unquenchable in the American 
heart. 

Many of the people who thus regis- 
ter the depth of their resentments do 
not fully comprehend the nature and 
degree of the policy misdirection which 
has brought us to fiscal instability, 
political insecurity and military weak- 
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ness. But they view with dismay the 
failures of our leaders in the short 
aftermath of victory which causes us, 
the once proud and mighty victor, un- 
ceasingly to call upon every American 
mother to yield her sons in a fight for 
national survival; which causes us to 
submit to extortion and backmail for 
the release of our citizens unlawfully 
detained by nations with which we are 
at peace; which causes us to deprive 
our beloved divisions committed to 
battle in Korea of the power and the 
means and the will to achieve victory 
—our country’s traditional military 
goal. 

They view with dismay the alarming 
change in the balance of world power, 
arising from the tragic decisions taken 
by willful or guileless men representing 
us at Teheran, Yalta, Potsdam and 
elsewhere. Those reckless men who, 
yielding to international intrigue, set 
the stage for Soviet ascendency as a 
world power and our own relative de- 
cline. They view with dismay the 
tragic weakness of our leaders reflected 
in their inability to rebuild our strength 
and restore our prestige, even after our 
commitment to war in Korea more 
than two long years ago dramatically 
emphasized the inadequacy of our se- 
curity preparation; reflected in their 
inability to conserve our resources 
even while they warn of national peril; 
reflected in their tolerance of corrup- 
tion or worse in the higher positions of 
the public service. 

They view with dismay the rising 
burden of our fiscal commitments, the 
deprivation of the opportunity to ac- 
cumulate resources for future security 
and family obligations, the growing 
tendency of government to control per- 
sonal life and suppress individual free- 
dom. Our people are desperate for a 
plan which will revive hope and restore 
faith as they feel the oppressive burden 
of the tax levy upon every source of 
revenue and upon every property 
transaction; as they see the astronom- 
ically rising public debt heavily mort- 
gaging the industry, the well-being 
and the opportunity of our children 
and our children’s children; as they 
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observe the rising costs of the neces- 
sities of life impairing the effectiveness 
of pensions, insurance and other fixed 
incomes and reducing the aged and 
infirm to appalling circumstances. 

They look to their leaders, but their 
protests are silenced by the grim warn- 
ings of the disaster of a possible total 
war. They see no sign of concern, hear 
no words of encouragement, find no 
basis for easing fear. Their every ex- 
pression of hope for reduction in the 
tax burden is met by the angry re- 
joinder that taxes must go ever higher. 
There is no plan to transform ex- 
travagance into frugality, no desire to 
regain economic and fiscal stability, 
no prospect of return to the rugged 
idealism and collective tranquility of 
our fathers. 

They yearn to regain the religious 
faith and spiritual rectitude of the past. 
They remember the Counsel of Gen- 
eral Washington when he said in his 
farewell address: 


“Of all the dispositions and habits which 
lead to political prosperity, religion and 
morality are indispensable supports. In 
vain would that man claim the tribute of 
patriotism who should labor to subvert 
these great pillars of human happiness, 
these firmest props of the duties of men and 
citizens.” 

But the people detect no heed given 
this wise counsel. They witness instead 
only a ceaseless effort to spend and 
spend, to tax and tax; only a callous 
indifference to mounting disclosures of 
graft and corruption and waste in the 
public administration. The religious 
devotion of the American people, which 
has produced the universally reflected 
spirituality of the American home, has 
been outraged by the materialism and 
selfishness which dominates the na- 
tional administration. Public policy no 
longer is geared to the simple deter- 
mination of that which is right and 
that which is wrong. The objective has 
been to build political strength even 
at the expense of the public interest. 
This is incomprehensible to our people 
who understand fully the influence re- 
ligion and morality have always ex- 
erted upon political stability. They 
know from the lessons of history that 
national strength and greatness in- 
evitably find their true measure in 
existing moral and ethical standards. 

But, one asks, how can it be that the 
party of Jefferson and Jackson, which 
once contributed so magnificently to 
the building of the republic, would 
now sponsor and support so tragic a 
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cleavage from our great traditions? 
How could it despoil these very con- 
cepts of humanity and government 
upon which rested our past spiritual 
and temporal strength? The answer is 
as Clear as it is distressing. That party 
of noble heritage has become captive 
to the schemers and planners who have 
infiltrated its ranks of leadership to set 
the national course unerringly toward 
the socialistic regimentation of a to- 
talitarian state. 

To such end they have sought to 
circumvent the safeguards to our lib- 
erties wisely written into the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. At one stage 
there was even the attempt to subvert 
the independence of our Supreme 
Court by adding new members pli- 
able to the will of the executive — at 
another, the claim of extraordinary 
“inherent” power without the slight- 
est sanction in law. They have too 
frequently regarded that immutable 
charter as an instrument of political 
expediency. In the hypocrisy of self- 
righteousness, they hail their course as 
true liberalism. Yet every move they 
make to circumvent the spirit of the 
Constitution, every move they make to 
centralize political power, every move 
they make to curtail and suppress in- 
dividual liberty is reaction in its most 
extreme form. 

For the framers of the Constitution 
were the most liberal thinkers of all the 
ages and the charter they produced 
out of the liberal revolution of their 
time has never been and is not now 
surpassed in liberal thought. Our fore- 
fathers associated together into a sov- 
ereign state for the sole and only pur- 
pose of protecting their common lib- 
erties, not of yielding them again to a 
centralized federal authority. Their 
concept held to the primacy of the 
individual’s interest; that of our pres- 
ent leadership to the predominance of 
the state. 

They who trample upon constitu- 
tional liberty by the undue centraliza- 
tion and imposition of political power 
are turning back the pages of history 
and gradually reinstituting those very 
excesses and abuses for which the Brit- 
ish crown was indicted in 1776 by our 
Declaration of Independence. They 
are the dangerous reactionaries in con- 
temporary American politics. They 
have trifled with that great American 
institution — free, private, competitive 
enterprise, keystone to the arch of our 
economic strength as a nation and 
prosperity as a people. By the imposi- 


tion of oppressive and arbitrary con- 
trols upon business and production; by 
exhaustive taxation which withers ini- 
tiative, reduces energy and, in the end, 
destroys the spirit of enterprise; by 
spendthrift policies which stagger the 
imagination; by discouraging adher- 
ence to the principle of private owner- 
ship of property, they have established 
the prerequisites to a Socialistic or even 
later a Communistic state. 

And, as they thus chart a course 
with such reckless abandon leading to- 
ward ultimate national bankruptcy, 
they endeavor to mislead and control 
the public mind by a patronage of 
money, by devices calculated to create 
an artificial appearance of prosperity 
and by a continuous flow of irrespon- 
sible and deceptive propaganda. But 
the people in their innate wisdom are 
not misled by such tactics of deception. 
Alert to reality, they know that the 
value of the dollar has diminished 
about 50 per cent, and is still going 
down. They find insufficient compen- 
sation in nominally higher income, 
however skillfully propagandized as a 
mark of prosperity. 

They entertain a growing fear that 
the same policy misdirection which has 
debased the dollar will in time so 
impair our economy as to imperil the 
nation’s solvency and thus destroy our 
living standard. With the dollar down, 
prices up and taxes increased, a higher 
wage buys less today than yesterday. 
Tomorrow may be even worse. Let me 
read you this letter illustrating how 
millions of American wage earners are 
losing their living standard: 


“In 1941, I was working as a railroad 
telegrapher, as I am today. My weekly 
wage was $38.88. Subtracting $1.17 for 
railroad retirement, I had $37.71 take home 
pay —no income tax. My weekly wage 
now is $71.32. But from that comes $4.46 
retirement and $10.50 income tax. Net: 
$56.36. Also, the cost of living has gone up 
189 per cent in the meantime. My old take 
home pay was equivalent to $71.27 today. 
But my take home pay today actually is 
that $56.36. My loss in income is $14.91. 
In other words, after 11 years, and with 
no compensation for added experience or 
increased productivity due to technological 
developments, I have actually suffered a 
pay cut of about $15 per week.” 


And so it is with all of us. 

In this march away from our tradi- 
tional American standards, few of our 
former liberties have been left unim- 
paired. Rights and powers specifically 
reserved to state, community and in- 
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dividual by constitutional mandate 
have been ruthlessly suppressed by a 
creeping federal authority. Reckless 
abuse has been made of that most 
dangerous of all sovereign powers — 
the power to tax. We find ourselves 
already past the point where higher 
taxes might be expected to produce 
higher revenue. The propaganda of 
fear is replacing our once dynamic 
initiative, well-tested vision and un- 
paralleled energy in a frantic effort to 
whip-lash the country into a maximum 
of production. 

This misdirection of public policy, 
which so endangers survival of our 
traditional American way of life, finds 
its genesis in an alien and foreign 
philosophy, its application in Ameri- 
can politics designed to further en- 
trench a twenty-year hold upon the 
political power. It emphasizes with 
startling clarity the sage warning of a 
wise and farseeing Democratic leader 
of many years ago, Senator Benjamin 
Hill of the state of Georgia, who fore- 
saw something of what has happened, 
but I dare say expected the respon- 
sibility would be chargeable to a Re- 
publican administration. He cautioned 
on the floor of the Senate of the 
United States: 

*“‘T have said I do not dread (industrial) 
corporations as instruments of power to 
destroy this country, because there are a 
thousand agencies which can regulate, 
restrain and control them; but there is a 
corporation we may all well dread. That 
corporation is the federal government. 
From the aggressions of this corporation, 
there can be no safety if it is allowed to go 
beyond the well-defined limits of its power. 

‘I dread nothing so much as the exer- 
cise of ungranted and doubtful powers by 
this government. It is, in my opinion, the 
danger of dangers to the future of this 
country. Let us be sure to keep it always 
within its limits. If this great, ambitious, 
ever-growing corporation becomes op- 
pressive, who shall check it? If it become 
wayward, who shall control it? If it become 
unjust, who shall trust it? As sentinels on 
the country’s watchtower, senators, I be- 
seech you — watch and guard with sleep- 
less dread that corporation which can 
make all property and rights, all states and 
people, and all liberty and hope its play- 
things in an hour, and its victims forever.” 

How prophetic this warning! How 
far our institutions have been yielded 
to these very excesses of power which 
he so deeply feared — and this, iron- 
ically enough, under the stewardship 
of his own party! Let none say this is 
but a partisan conclusion. For north 
or south, east or west, men and women 
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of whatever political faith recognize 
the tragic truth of this circumstance. 
But our failures in domestic policy 
can be overcome, for government takes 
its tone, its character, even its general 
efficiency from its leadership. Sound 
leadership can restore integrity to the 
public service; can economize in the 
public administration; can eliminate 
disloyal elements from public author- 
ity; can purge our educational system 
of subversive and immoral influence; 
can restore to youth its rightful heri- 
tage; can strengthen the fabric of our 
free economy; can raise the dollar to 
its true value; can reduce the tax bur- 
den on individual and industry; can 
regain the course of constitutional 
direction; can recapture personal lib- 
erties now impaired; can correct social 
inequities; can strengthen the position 
of both worker and owner in private 
industry, even while protecting the 
public interest; can fortify the initia- 
tive, energy and enterprise of the 
farmer so as to insure the adequacy of 
the production of food in lean years 
and its distribution in those of plenty, 
without being crippled by the unwar- 
ranted interference and domination of 
government; and can rearm the nation 
without undue burden upon the people. 
The correction of domestic evils and 
lapses would not be too difficult pro- 
vided the will to do so firmly exists. 
Foreign policy has been as tragically 
in error as has domestic policy. We 
practically invited Soviet dominance 
over the free peoples of Eastern Europe 
through strategic dispositions of Soviet 
force at the close of the European war; 
we deliberately withdrew our armies 
from thousands of square miles of hard- 
won territory, permitting the advance 
of Soviet forces to the west to plant the 
red flag of Communism on the ram- 
parts of Berlin, Vienna and Prague, 
capitals of western civilization; we 
recklessly yielded effective control over 
areas of vast uranium deposits without 
which the Soviet might never have 
developed the threat of atomic power; 
we foolishly permitted the encircle- 
ment of Berlin by Soviet forces, render- 
ing almost inevitable the tragically 
high cost we have had to pay to secure 
open lines of supply and communica- 
tion between our zones of occupation 
there and in West Germany; we au- 
thored, sponsored or approved policies 
under which the German industrial 
plant was subjected to major post-war 
dismantling and destruction; we turned 
over to the Soviet for slave labor hun- 


dreds of thousands of German prisoners 
of war in violation of every humani- 
tarian concept and tradition; we failed 
to protest the murder by the Soviet of 
the flower of the Polish nation; and, 
even after victory had been achieved, 
we continue to supply the Soviet with 
quantities of war material, despite the 
clear and inescapable warnings of the 
Soviet threat to future peace. 

In the east, we gave over to the 
Soviets control of the industrial re- 
sources of Manchuria, the area of 
North Korea and the Kuriles pointed 
at the heart of the Japanese home 
islands. We condemned our faithful 
war-time ally, the Chinese people, to 
the subjugation of Communist tyranny. 
And, in the course of these moves, we 
proceeded with precipitate haste to 
divest ourselves of our own military 
strength. Despite the threat to our 
security then clearly apparent, our 
Executive flaunted and ignored the 
judgment and will of the Congress 
which appropriated funds for the ex- 
pansion of our air arm which he ar- 
bitrarily refused to expend for such 
purpose. 

Small wonder indéed that from the 
combination of these tragic decisions 
and events, there occured a reversal of 
the balance of world power such as 
history has never before recorded! 

Then, suddenly, with our military 
strength standing at possibly the lowest 
relativity in history — our divisions in 
Japan reduced from three to two regi- 
ments, our regiments from three to two 
battalions, our battalions from three 
to two companies — with our protec- 
tion withdrawn from South Korea as 
a militarily indefensible peninsula, we 
there and then plunged our forces into 
war to defend it. Few would take ex- 
ception to the impulse, however ideal- 
istic, to support the preservation of 
freedom where we had done so much 
to implant the principles and spirit of 
freedom, but it is fatal to enter any 
war without the will to win it. I criti- 
cize not the morality of the decision, 
but its irresponsibility and recklessness. 

We defeated the North Korean 
armies; but, when the Communist ar- 
mies of China struck, our leaders 
lacked the courage to fight to a mili- 
tary decision, even though victory was 
then readily within our grasp—a 
victory which would not only have dis- 
charged our commitment to the Ko- 
rean people, but which in the long run 
might well have saved continental Asia 
from Red domination. And, after dis- 
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carding victory as the military objec- 
tive and thereby condemning our 
forces to a stalemated struggle of attri- 
tion, and the Korean nation and peo- 
ple to progressive obliteration, we 
again yielded to Communist intrigue 
and entered into protracted armistice 
negotiations even though every lesson 
of experience had clearly shown such 
negotiations to be but the means 
whereby such an enemy gains time to 
reinforce his military capabilities. 

While I have not been consulted 
with reference to Korea since my re- 
tirement from active assignment 15 
months ago, I can unhesitatingly say 
that a leadership which by weakness 
and indecision has brought about such 
a military dilemma lacks the soundness 
of vision, the moral courage and the 
resolute will to resolve it. But resolved 
it must be, for we cannot long carry so 
intolerable a burden. We must have 
a leadership capable of decision, as 
indecision in war is but the prelude to 
disaster. No military problem is un- 
solvable. Korea stands today as the 
hallowed graveyard for countless Amer- 
ican dead. We must not let it become 
as well a graveyard for American 
hope, American faith and American 
honor. 

In Europe, and indeed throughout 
the world, our foreign policy approach 
has been equally as vacillating and 
negative and, for the most part, sad 
indeed to relate, under the domination 
of others. We have yielded to selfish 
pressures both at home and abroad 
and, in so doing, have unduly directed 
the distribution of our wealth into 
privileged channels, have taken sides 
in international disputes which were 
fundamentally none of our affair, and 
have endeavored to impose our will on 
other nations’ purely domestic prob- 
lems in an imperialistic manner. 

We have ignored traditional friends 
while showering our favors on others, 
and we have lost that sense of judicial 
fairness which formerly characterized 
our relations abroad. In our preoccu- 
pation with Europe, we have tended 
to discard from our concern those 
great peoples of Asia and the Middle 
East who historically have sought not 
our wealth, but our friendship and 
understanding. Our “good neighbor” 
policy with respect to the peoples of 
central and South America — of 
greater strategic concern than all 
others— has been largely subordi- 
nated. Through the paternalistic atti- 
tude which has dominated our ma- 
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terial assistance abroad, we have pro- 
moted as much weakness as strength, 
as much resentment as friendship. 

Animated by the doubtful belief 
that with money alone we could erect 
internal bulwarks against Commu- 
nism’s growth, our leaders have ex- 
pended much of our resource on the 
area of Western Europe. Events have 
largely established the fallacy of this 
reasoning. Indeed, the history of man- 
kind shows clearly that the love of 
liberty is a spiritual resource of the 
human heart which, if nonexistent, 
does not spring from money alone. 
None will quarrel with the impulse to 
do all reasonably within our power to 
assist the best efforts of the peoples of 
Western Europe to prepare their bas- 
tions for self-defense, but Communism, 
with its recently acquired strategic 
frontiers in Asia and Europe, and its 
penetration elsewhere by internal mi- 
nority influences, presents a world- 
wide problem, the solution of which 
involves consideration of every point 
of possible Communist pressure. 

One would be foolhardy indeed to 
quench a fire in the kitchen while 
leaving another room aflame. The 
problem is global, not sectional. Nor 
would the free world be the gainer, if 
our own nation, which from its own 
conception in liberty has ever stood 
as a beacon of hope and inspiration, 
should so exhaust itself of spiritual and 
material resource as to render its own 
survival subject to the will of others. 
Such a tragedy would return civiliza- 
tion to the darkness of the middle ages 
and the ideal of human liberty might 
perish from the earth. 

But the present administration ig- 
nores the lessons of history, however 
clear and unmistakable. It ignores the 
practical aspect that there is a limit 
even to our own vast resources. It ig- 
nores the fact that our potential 
strength rests not so much upon any 
natural advantages which we have and 
others have not, but upon the initiative 
and vision, the enterprise and courage, 
the sweat and toil which alone spring 
from the incentive of freedom. Destroy 
such incentive and our nation can go 
the way of many others toward a uni- 
versal level of mediocrity — a standard 
of life measured by the lowest common 
denominator which is Communism’s 
ultimate goal. 

The administration is obsessed by 
the idea that we can spend ourselves 
into a position of leadership abroad, 
just as it believes we can spend our- 


selves into prosperity at home. Both 
are based upon illusory premises. Both 
challenge economic and social truths, 
deeply rooted in the experience of 
mankind. World leadership can only 
rest upon world respect. Such respect 
is one of those spiritual ideals which 
do not result from gifts, propaganda, 
salesmanship or any artificial means. It 
is not for barter to the highest bidder. 
It is not within the orbit of interna- 
tional trade. It is influenced solely by 
the soundness of the ideas by which we 
better our own civilization, elevate to 
higher standards our own way of life, 
and strengthen the dignity of our own 
citizenry. 

Only through the exemplification of 
sound ideas, which in the crucible of 
experience have produced for us a 
better and more serene life, may we 
contribute in fullest measure to the 
well-being of others. The higher our 
own standard and more stable we be- 
come, the greater our appeal to less 
fortunate peoples, and the more they 
will look to us and our ways for guid- 
ance and leadership. 

This applies equally to those behind 
the Iron Curtain and those still blessed 
by the concept of human freedom. For 
the whole record of civilization proves 
that the tyranny has not as yet been 
devised which can long resist a sound 
idea. 

Spiritually and physically we pos- 
sess the resource, properly conserved 
and realistically applied, to lead to- 
ward a world freed from the exhaust- 
ing wars which have so plagued the 
past. This is a practical purpose, not 
visionary. For the destructiveness of 
modern war has now in the atomic age 
become too frightful to contemplate by 
even a potential victor. 

This, then, must be the direction of 
our foreign policy. We must, upon 
restoration of our military strength and 
spiritual balance recklessly dissipated 
in our headlong retreat from victory, 
chart from that strength a true and 
unequivocal course to peace and tran- 
quility, a peace and tranquility which 
will be real, not fictitious; deep-rooted, 
not superficial. Our ideal must be 
eventually the abolition of war. Such 
is the longing hope of all of the masses 
of mankind of whatever race or tribe. 
Indeed, so well is this understood that 
even the despot, in order to assure a 
following, cloaks the threat or applica- 
tion of force with the hypocritical pre- 
tense that his purpose is to secure the 
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But rarely has the present adminis- 
tration made a major move calculated 
to strengthen the fabric of world peace. 
To the contrary, it has done much to 
advance the danger of global strife by 
its indecisive conduct of the campaign 
in Korea, with its shameful implication 
that we dare not strike back at those 
who strike at us, by its bellicose atti- 
tude toward all who oppose it in inter- 
national diplomacy, and by its pattern 
of collective security agreements which, 
without as yet having mounted either 
the will or the physical power to suc- 
cessfully meet aggression, have divided 
the world into armed camps and ren- 
dered us dependent, not alone upon 
the wisdom of our own foreign policy 
to keep us out of war, but upon the 
foreign policies and diplomatic moves 
of other nations as well. 

We must fully understand that, 
once we commit ourselves to the de- 
fense of others, the issue of war or 
peace is no longer in our exclusive 
hands, for we become but another 
pawn in the game of international 
power politics — a dangerous game — 
in which the present administration 
has demonstrated no peculiar adept- 
ness. It has talked and pledged peace 
while moving toward war. Indeed, 
none can deny what history so clearly 
records — that the Democratic party 
has well earned the doubtful distinc- 
tion of being the war party of modern 
American politics. The dead of World 
War I, of World War II and of the 
Korean war render mute testimony. 

We must remain faithful to the com- 
mitments we have made to others, so 
long as they remain faithful to theirs 
made to us, but failure of the principle 
of collective security in Korea, where 
we have found ourselves holding re- 
sponsibility without corresponding au- 
thority, plainly warns that too much 
must not be expected from collective 
security elsewhere. Indeed, in Western 
Europe as in Korea, experience has 
shown a reluctance by many of the 
allies to assume a fair and rightful 
share of the military burden, even 
though, in the case of Western Europe, 
the basic purpose would be the defense 
of its own soil. This hesitancy does not 
spring from any insufficiency of man- 
power, nor the exhaustion of other 
needed resource, but rather from a 
seeming confident assurance that this 
nation’s blood and treasure will be 
committed to the fullest extent needed 
to accomplish the military objective. 

The free peoples of Asia and the 
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Middle East do not ask for American 
garrisons to defend their soil. All they 
seek is the necessary military equip- 
ment beyond their own capacity of 
production. They have both the will 
and the adequate men, if properly 
equipped, themselves to conduct their 
defense and to turn the tide decisively 
against Communism. There is no 
logical reason why the same solution 
should not apply with respect to all 
others. In such circumstance, it should 
be our unalterable purpose to effect 
in due time withdrawal of our ground 
garrisons from service abroad. 

By far our nation’s greatest resource 
is our youth. In 20 bitter campaigns, I 
have witnessed its magnificence in the 
most trying experience of all — that 
of the battlefield. It has never failed 
our faith, never failed an invincible 
courage, and a patriotism which subor- 
dinated life itself to duty. Yet, as it 
now approaches the responsibility of 
civic leadership, it is confronted with 
a situation made almost desperate by 
the loss of such opportunity and re- 
source as was our own heritage from 
the past. This is the greatest tragedy 
of all — that a national administration 
could have so yielded to the disease of 
power as to betray the youth of Amer- 
ica. 

Despite stresses and strains, the fine 
basic character of the American people 
remains unimpaired. It offers hope 
that, under the inspiration of a strong, 
moral leadership, the people — all the 
people — will hurl back insidious ef- 
forts to sow the seeds of suspicion, dis- 
trust and hatred calculated not only to 
stir up racial or religious strife between 
the several segments of our society, but 
to destroy the unity and common un- 
derstanding which has been the cor- 
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nerstone to our growth as a nation. 
The very survival of our liberties, and, 
indeed, our civilization, is dependent 
upon our citizenry of all races, creeds 
and colors standing firmly and in- 
vincibly together with a singleness of 
purpose, a mutuality of faith and a 
common prayer — God bless America. 

It is this spiritual unity which offers 
assurance that the coming crusade to 
rechart the nation’s course toward 
peace and security and prosperity will 
find an aroused countryside ready and 
eager to march. That crusade rests 
upon the humanitarian aspirations of 
mankind, its constitutional rights, and 
the moral necessity for human happi- 
ness. It demands a purification of the 
nation’s conscience and a refortifica- 
tion of its will and faith. Therein lies 
the Republican Party’s challenge to 
leadership. 

At the close of the Constitutional 
Convention, George Washington re- 
marked to Benjamin Franklin that he 
believed the Constitution as finally 
evolved was a great and noble charter 
of liberty upon which the several states 
could rally, unite and prosper. “‘Yes, 
General,” Franklin responded, “‘if we 
can make it work.”’ We have made it 
work in the days of our great past. 
And come November, we will make it 
work again — so help us God!
